HURRICANE CUTS 
AGROSS FLORIDA 
TOWARD MIAMI 


3 Feet of Water Over 
Tamiami Trail—Storm 
Follows Reverse Path 
of Last Month’s Blow. 


MIAMI, Fla. Oct. 11 (AP)— 
Communication lines began going 
out and highways were sub- 
merged in southern Florida to- 
night as a small _ hurricane 
whipped across the Everglades 
and headed for Miami. 

The weather bureau said the 
center of the hurricane was about 
70 miles southwest of Miami, 
moving east northeast about 15 
miles per hour. Intensity of the 
winds was not known, the bureau 
added, but probably were still of 
hurricane force near the center. 

The centér was expected to hit | 
Miami in about five hours. 

The Florida Highway Patrol re- 
ported three feet of water over 
the Tamiami trail in some places 
and a ae on that main artery 
of travel between the east and 
west coasts through the Ever- 
glades, was out. 

A foot of water was reported in 
Everglades City, on the west 
coast about 50 miles south of 
Foért Myers, and communications 
lines to that town were out. 

Two evacuation trains of 75 
cars left Fort Pierce for the Lake 
Okeechobee region, to bring out 
the population if flood waters 
threatened that area. 

The storm was following a re- 
verse path of another tropical 
hurricane which moved in from 
the Atlantic less than a month 
ago, crossed the state and emerged 
into the Gulf of Mexico below 
Fort Myers in the Everglades City 
region, causing 22 deaths and 
property damage of $75,000,000. 

A  hurricane-buster plane—a 
specially equipped B-17 Army 
bomber—loaded with scientists 
left Schenectady, N. Y., for Flor- 
ida on a projected first attempt to 
see how a developing storm reacts 
when it is seeded with dry ice 
pellets. 

The scientists do not expect to 
stop the storm by seeding it with 
dry ice, thereby producing precipi-

Dean said that he and Miles 
Hutchinson, aiso of Nevada, ran 
across the “treasure” in making 
geophysical surveys of the area 
with . electronic equipment last 
spring. “Maybe the device is 
throwing us a curve,” Dean said, 
“but it indicated the presence of 
gold inside two steel boxes, buried 
12 to 14 feet deep and 15 to 20 
feet apart.” 

Dean declined to guess what 
the value might be. “Maybe there’s 
nothing there at all,” he said, “al- 
though I’m convinced of the pos- 
sibility to the extent of spending 
several hundred dollars to find 
out.” 

He had two theories as to how 
boxes of gold might have come 
to be buried there. One was that 
early Spanish conquerors might 
have hidden it when attacked by 
Indians. The other theory is that 
stage coach robbers might have 
buried loot. The location is near 
an old trail to Fort Dodge, Kan., 
Dean said, although he declined 
to give an exact location.

PLANE FINDS MEN 
MISSING 18 DAYS 
ON MINESWEEPER 


Patrol ‘Vessel Sent to 


Rescue Three Sailors) ing 


Aboard One of 4 Dere- 
lict Ships in Pacific. 


HONOLULU, Oct. 22 (UP) — 
Three American sailors, missing 
18 days on a derelict minesweeper 
in the Pacific, were sighted today 
by a Navy search plane and a

440 miles northeast of Palmyra 
island. 

The missing men, Seamen Leon- 
ard Metts and Winston H. Crosby, 
both of John’s Island, 8. C., and 
Radio Operator William B., Hop- 
kins, Washington, D, C., “all seem 
in good health,” the patrol plane 
reported to Hawaiian Sea Frontier 
headquarters here. , 

V. Adm, John L. Hall Jr., com- 
mandant of the Fourteenth Ndval 
District and the Hawalian Sea 
Frontier, immediately ordered the 
Navy's PC881 from Palmyra to 
speed to the scene, The PC881 was 
expected. to arrive in 36 houfs, 

Hall said he did not want to 
chance having the plane rescue 
the men, 

The three sailors had heen miss- 
ing since Sept. 24 when the tug 
Edward Grimm, pulling four sur- 
plus minesweepers to Manila from 
Mexico, cast them adrift when it 
had to make a quick run to Pal- 
myra for food and fuel. The four 
minesweepers were lashed § to- 
gether. 

When the Grimm returned four 
days later the minesweepers had 
drifted out of sight in an unknown 
direction, 

The patrol plane said the mine- 
sweepers had drifted 300 miles 
from where the Grimm cut them 
loose,

U. S. Flag on Corregidor Hauled 
Down as. Philippines Take Over

MANILA, Sunday, Oct. 12 (AP) 
—For the second time in 49 years, 
the American flag was hauled 
down at Corregidor today as the 
war battered island . fortress 
passed to the jurisdiction: of the 
Philippines republic. / 

Top government officials and 
American diplomatic and military 
men gathered for the impressive 
noon ceremonies at the topside pa- 
rade grounds where the jungle 
now hides war's deep scars. 

Present were President Manuel 
A. Roxas, Vice President Elpidio 
Quirino, United States Ambassador 
Emmet O’Neal and Maj. Gen. 
George F. Moore, who commanded 
Corregidor at the time of its sur- 
render to Japan and again as 
commanding general of the United 
States armed forces in the Philip- 
pines and Ryukyus. 

Among the crowd of several 
hundred were a few members of 
the old Corregidor garrison, who 
saw the American flag pulled 
down and burned by its weary de- 
fenders on May 6, 1942, when the 
rock fell in the sixth month of 
the Pacific war. 

President Roxas said in the 
principal address that the island 


“js sacred to the memory, not only 
of Filipinos, but of American 
soldier dead. We are deeply re- 
solved that never again shall we 
be forced to let a harsh invader 
transgress upon our sacred jJand 
and home.” 

General Moore remarked that 
“it was on this very spot that I 
suffered the most bitter experience 
of my life, 

“Certainly I can say that my 
best years as soldier have been 
spent on Corregidor.” 

Moore said the transfer of the 
island to the Philippines carried 
with it “the warmest wishes of all 
Americans.” He added that “it 
is our sincere hope and firm be- 
lief that until the end of history

Republic of the Philippines shall 
ever fly over the hallowed ground 
of Corregidor.”

Busy With Negotiations. 
Horner apologized for setting 
the interview after 5 p.m., saying 
that was the only time he had 
free. The day before he had been 
closeted for 11 hours in negotia- 
tiorig with representatives of the 
National Coal Board, the Govern- 
ment agency for managing the na- 
tionalized coal mines, for overtime 
pay for the miners.

NO MOVEMENTS 
OF TROOPS FOUND 


NEAR PALESTINE 


F light Discloses Border 
Areas Are Calm Despite 


Arab Reports of Ac- 
tivity.

JERUSALEM, Oct. 11 (AP)—An 
airplane tour low over the north- 
ern and eastern border areas of 
Palestine today failed to disclose 
any troop concentrations within 
20 miles of either side of the fron- 
tier, and Jewish spokesmen de- 
clared Arab reports of such mobil- 
izations were a “war of nerves.” 

(At Beirut, Lebanon, where the 
Arab League has been meeting to 
devide on measures against Pales- 
tine partition, Abdel Rahman <Az- 
zam Pasha, league secretary, re- 
peated to reporters that troops 
of Syria, Lebanon and Trans-Jor- 
dan already had moved up to the 
frontier to cordon off the Holy 
Land and said “Others will shortly 
move.” 

(“If anyone wants to implement 
the partition of Palestine by 
force we accept the challenge,” he 
declared. Commenting on United 
States backing for the partition 
of Palestine, he said: “America is 
now the most unpopular country 
in the Middle East, and is taking 
steps to make herself more so.”) 

(The United Press reported from 
Beirut that about 6000 Syrian 
soldiers were maneuvering at a 
point 50 miles from the Palestine 
frontier.) 

A spokesman for Hagana, under- 
ground Jewish defense organiza- 
tion, denied his group was taking 
anything more than “normal se- 
curity precautions” against a 
threat of force by the Arab 
League of seven nations. These 
precautions, he said, consisted of 
sending no more than a dozen or 
s0 specialists into the eastern 
Galilee area in the north where 
there are large Jewish settlements. 
These steps were taken, he said, 
early this month befpre the re- 
ports of Arab troop movements 
were received from Beirut. 

“Hagana is convinced,” he added, 
“that the news about alleged Arab 
troops now carries within itself 
the element of sensations and of a 
war of nerves, The same goes for 
any news ebout alleged movements 
of Hagana.” 

In a flight ot 300 miles, zigzag- 
ging at low altitude often not ex- 
ceeding 200 feet, on both sides of 
the Syrian, Lebanon and Trans- 
Jordan frontiers with Palestine to- 
day, I saw only four soldiers. 
Unless they were hiding in caves 
or camouflaged: as camels there 
were not 1000 troops within 20 
miles of either side of the border, 
from the Mediterranean to the 
Dead sea. 

Visibility was such that a single 
civilian automobile kicked up a 
cloud of dust that could be. seen 
for 20 miles.

Statement Obscure by Plan. 


The brevity and purposeful ob- 
scurity on several key points in 
the statement delivered by Dele- 
gate Herschel V. Johnson were 
exactly as Secretary of State 
George C. Marshall intended. He 
cannot throw all his ideas into 
‘the open until he knows what 
Russia plans to do about’a settle- 
ment in Palestine. ' 

There are two impressive omis- 
sions: 

1. Marshall, already trying to 
modify Russia’s excessive use 
of the Big Power veto in the 
Security Council, does not any-

His last primary race was in 
1940, when he was renominated 
for the Senate in a*photo-finish 
only because he had two strong 
candidates against him, former 
Gov. Lioyd C. Stark and former 
United States District Attorney 
Maurice M. Milligan, who divided 
the opposition vote. It generally 
is conceded that he would have 
been defeated even then had it 
mot been for several political 
blunders in the management of 
the Stark campaign. 

Concern Over Smith. 


The President is known to be 
very much concerned about the 
primary strength of State Auditor 
Forrest Smith, so much 80 
he is reliably reported to have told 
Smith last July that it was his 
opinion that Smith would be a 
weak candidate in the election, 
and that a stronger man should 
be selected to head the state 
ticket. 

Due to the disastrous results of 
his interference in the Congress- 
man Slaughter campaign for re- 
nomination in the Fifth (Kansas 
City) district in the last primary, 
the President is a little wary 
about openly injecting himself 
into another _primary contest.

JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 11— 
Graduated reductions in state un- 
employment compensation tax 
rates, based on favorable employ- 
ment records, have saved Missouri 
employers more in tax contribu- 
tions than -he total benefits paid 
to jobless persons, records com- 
piled by the State Division of Em- 

ployment Security show. 

Benefits paid to jobless indi- 
viduals covered by the state law 
totaled $71,352,248 from 1939, when 
payments began under the Mis- 
souri unemployment compensation 
insurance law, to last July 1. 

Against this total paid to job- 
less, the savings through merit 
tax ratings to employers with fa- 
vorable records totaled $90,316,757. 
The merit, or experience rating, 
reductions in tax rates on annual 
payrolls of employers became ef- 
fective in 1942. 

$230,304,524 in Contributions. 

Contributions to the state un- 
employment compensation fund 
since the state law became effec- 
tive in 1937 have totaled $230,304,- 
524. This includes the taxes paid 
by employers on their annual pay- 
rolls and about $13,600,000 in in- 
terest paid by the Federal Gov- 
ernment on balances in the fund, 
which are kept in the Federal 
Treasury. The balance in the Mis- 
souri fund now is about $161,000,- 
000 


Suggestions that the number of 
graduated tax brackets for unem- 
ployment compensation insurance 
be increased to level off the un- 
employment compensation insur- 
ance costs to employers, and to 
some extent reduce their tax load, 
have been made to a_ special 
House committee which has been 
investigating operation of the law 
and its administration. The com- 
mittee is in recess until Novem- 


ber. 
Federal Law Sets Rate. 

Missouri employers of eight or 
more persons, in occupations sub- 
ject to the state law, pay a job- 
less insurance tax on their an- 
nual payrolls, Federal law fixes 
the tax rate at 3 per cent, but 
gives the employer credit for such 
taxes paid to a state, up to 90 per 
cent. 

As a result, Missouri employers 
pay the state a basic rate of 2.7 
per cent on their payrolis and the 
Federal Government .3 per cent.

The text of the United States policy declaration on. Palestine 
delivered today by Delegate Herschel V. Johnson to the United

‘ follows: 
THE problem of the future government of Palestine confronts 
the General Assembly of the United Nations with a heavy and 
complex responsibility. The General Assembly, having assumed 
responsibility for making recommendations to the United Kingdom 
on the subject, must do everything within its power to evolve a

2. The United States delegation 
feels that the urgency of the prob- 
lem is so great that the General 
Assembly must recommend a solu- 
tion at this session. The degree of 
urgency has been brought to our 
attention by continued violence in 
Palestine, by the context of the 
special committee’s report, and by 
the statement of the delegate from 
the United Kingdom regarding 
the recommendations of the com- 
mittee and future British respon- 
sibilities in Palestine.

This earthen dam, four miles 
long and 250 feet high, in a 
sparse4 populated district of 
wheat plains arid badlands, was 
started in 1933, Its main purpose 
then was to provide large-scale 
employment in the depression.

Role of Dam Under MVA. 


Under MVA this project would 
be incorporated into the system 
of basin-wide operation.

Increase Is Attributed to 
10 Pct. Rise in F reight —

All gasoline and fuel oil sold in 
the St. Louis area by the Standard 
Oil Co. of Indiana will cost two- 
tenths of a cent a gallon more 
tomorrow, the company announced 
last night.

Montana-Dakota Utilities contract 
provides for use of that company’s 
lines to carry current to bureau 
customers, such as REA co-ops. 
This is called a “wheeling,” or 
licensing, agreement, similar to 
railroad trackage rights. 
However, a wartime contract 
with the Montana Power expired 
at the end of 1944 and the rela- 
tionship has continued under a 
clause permitting cancellation by 
either party on 60-day notice. Last 
April the bureau proposed a new 
contract to Montana Power, which 
would include a wheeling provi- 
sion to reach a number of pros- 
pective public customers in west- 
ern or central Montana.

Cole and five other members of 
the House Armed Services and 
Appropriations Committees, tour- 
ing the Orient, said the General- 
issimo’and Mme. Chiang give them 
a clear outline of China’s situa- 
tion as the result of civil war. 
Chiang, they said, gave some in- 
dications’ of the assistance he re- 
quired, “although we don’t think 
he should be quoted on that.” 

The congressional group be- 
lieves, Cole added, that “the same 
basis exists in China as in Greece 
and Turkey for giving military 
and other assistance to the rec- 
ognized Government.” The group 
will return home via Greece and 
Turkey. 

Calls for Legislation. 

. Representative Hess (Rep.), 
Ohio, said legislation must be 
passed “without delay” to permit 
the United States Army’s military 
advisory group in China to func- 
tion on the scale originally in- 
tended. Failure of. Compress to

Cole said he believed China's 
immediate needs could best be 
solved by “complete compliance” 
with United States postwar agree- 
ments to assist the Chinese Gov- 
ernment.

The famed “Christian general of 
China,” a member of the Central 
Political Committee of the Kuo- 
mintang, told a press conference 
China expected help from the 
United States for reconstruction,

“Under the present government, 
there is no chance a loan could 
be used for reconstruction,” the 
67-year-old: general asserted. 
“Chiang’s regime is like a deep 
pit; it is impossible to fill it up.” 

Gen. Feng said he was deeply 
concerned over the arrest last 
week in Peiping of Gen, Yu Hsing- 
ching, “one of the best leaders in 
China.” , 
eGen. Yu and some associates 
were arrested, Gen. Feng declared, 
“because they hoped for a demo- 
cratic China, instead of a dictator- 
ship under a second Hitler.” He 
said he stressed the arrest of Gen. 
Yu “to show the fate of others 
who share these views.” 

“It is*clear, whether you are in 
or out of the Kuomintang, as soon 
as you are against it you are not 
safe,” said Gen, Feng, who during 
the war was commander of Na- 
tionalist troops in the Shanghai 
area. Asked if he feared for his 
own safety when ‘he returns to 
China a year hence, Gen. Feng 
said, “I am not afraid of being ar- 
rested, otherwise I wouldn’t say 
these things to you.” 


Chinese Reds Demand Chiang be 
Punished as War Criminal, 
SHANGHAI, Oct. 11 (UP) — A 
Communist radio broadcast today 
quoted a “People’s Liberation 
Army” manifesto which listed 
seven Chinese Communist de- 
mands, including’ punishment of 
Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek as 
a war criminal.

HISTORY OF BOATMEN'S 
BANK TOLD IN BOOK 


100th Anniversary Edition 
Relates How Disreputable 
Woman Stopped Run. 


? 


The part played by a disrepu- 
table St. Louis woman in stopping 
a bank run during tne panic of 
1855 is told by the Boatment’s Na- 
tional Bank in a book issued to 
commemorate its 100th anniver- 
sary next Saturday. : 

The 108-page history is entitled 
“The Means of Wealth, Peace and 
Happiness.” The author is W, G. 
Rule, a vice president of Boat- 


men’s, the oldest bank west of tle |: 


Mississippi river. 

The story goes that depositors 
were lined up ,outside the bank on 
Jan. 13, 1855, when “a carriage 
drew up at the door and out of it 
had stepped a handsome and ex- 
pensively dressed woman carrying 
a heavy carpetbag, She was well 
known to most of the observers as 
the proprietor of the city’s most 
exclusive bordello,” 

The woman is said to have or- 
dered the frightened depositors to 
get out of her way so she could 
make a deposit. “Having made 
her way inside, someone helped 
her lift her carpetbag to the coun- 
ter, and when it was opened, out 
poured $50,000 in gold. The story 
continues that this was what 
stopped the run on the bank. 

“While the story is not true in 
its entirety, the fact is that on 
that afternoon, the records show, 
this woman did deposit $4500 if 
gold, which remained on deposit 
through most of that year. Not 
only the prominent men of the 
city, but many other persons as 
well were interested in the pre- 
servation of the Boatmen’s Sav- 
ing Institution.” d ' 

In describing the growth of the 
bank from a pine-counter estab- 
lishment, with $375 in its coffers, 
to a modern banking institution 
with deposits totaling $120,000,000, 
the history presents interesting 
sidelights on such events as the 
cholera epidemic and riverfront 
conflagration of 1849 and the Mis- 
souri Athletic Club fire of 1914.

lieved resulted from a beating 
will be presented to Chief St.

An employe of the hospital said 
the children were not seriously 
injured, but that one remained 
for treatment of impetigo and in- 
fections on the feet, fingers and 
mouth resulting from the disease. 

The children are*Stanley John 
Zdanowiski,'3 years old, and his 
brother, Frank Allen Zdanowiski, 
18 months. They are the children 
of Stanley Zdanowiski, 2211 North 
Market street, and Mrs. Laverta 
Zdanowiski, 3715 North Thir- 
teenth street. The younger child 
was taken home by his mother 
after treatment. 

Mr. and Mrs. Zdanowiski told 
Deputy Sheriff Fred Ripper that, 
after they separated, they took 
the children to the home of a man 
and his wife in Affton to live. 
Friday night, they said, they vis- 
ited the boys, discovered both were 
suffering from bruises and took 
them to the hospital for treat- 
ment. Physicians at the hospital 
found both bruised from the knees 
to the hips, and that Stanley also 
was bruised on the back and 
shoulders, and notified police. 

Ripper visited the home where 
the boys had been living and re- 
ported it clean and neat. The 
woman, he said, told him the 
Zdanowiskis brought the children 
to her on Sept. 3 and agreed to 
pay $17.50 a week for their care. 
At present, she said, they owe $68 
for living and medical expenses. 

Both children were suffering 
from impetigo when brought to 
her, she said. She called a physi- 
cian, she continued, but the cases 
did not respond promptly to treat- 
ment and he suggested the chil- 
dren’s hands be tied to their sides 
to prevent them from scratching 
the sores. 

She said she did not know how 
the boys became bruised unless it 
was from the bindings, and said 
that, although she occasionally 
used ‘a small, thin paddle to cor- 
rect them, she did not beat them.

Law Should 


Usher in a New Era in U.S. 
Labor Relations, Says Ives 


New York ee ‘in id atagit of Measure, Admits It Has 
Faults but Contends It Is Start in Right Direction of 
Striking Right Balance Between Workers, Management 


and Public.

HE new Labor-Management Relations Act, passed over the President’s 
veto by overwhelming bipartisan majorities in both houses of the Con- 
a momentous piece of legislation. 


It is the first Federal law to 


try to lay down rights and wrongs in the activities of both labor unions and 


managements. 
‘ The importance of the law is accentuated 


by its wise creation of a joint committee of 
the Senate and of the House to explore thor- 
oughly the labor-management problem and 
to make its first recommendations to the 
Congress next March, } 

This joint committee is not simply to 
study “abuses” by labor and by manage- 
ment. Constructively, it is to explore “‘the 
means by which permanent friendly co- 
operation between employers and em- 
ployes may be secured.” It is to study 
such matters as annual wages, incentive 
profit-sharing and “the methods for best 
carrying out the collective-bargaining proc- 
esses.” It is to give us our first start 
toward what legislation can do to weld labor 
and management together for maximum pro- 
ductivity and progress. Its March report 
should usher in a new era in American 
labor-management relations. 


Report Will Deal 
With Defects in Law. 


The report will deal also with whatever 
defects may be found in our existing fed- 
eral labor laws, including the one just 
passed, The new act is not perfect. It 
could not be. It is an adventure into hither- 
to uncharted territory. I nevertheless main- 
tain that it is, on the whole, a sound ad- 


venture, although it has been violently and é 


deliberately misrepresented by extremists on 
both sides. 

Contrary to the assertions of many labor 
leaders, this law does not “destroy all of 
labor's legislative gains” as enshrined in 
“Labor's Magna Carta,” the National Labor 
Relations Act of 1935. In fact, the whole 
of that act, except for a few technical 
points, is retained. Employes are still guar- 
anteed the right “‘to form labor organiza- 
tions and to bargain collectively through 
representatives of their own choosing.” The 
employer is still obliged to bargain with 
whatever union may be proved to be the 
valid representative of a majority of his em- 


ployes. These fundamental achievements in 
labor's advance still stand unimpaired. 

So do the clauses forbidding certain un- 
fair labor practices by employers—such as 
coercing employes.in their choice of a bar- 
gaining representative. Five such unfair 
practices were listed in the 1935 act. Those 
five, unchanged, are forbidden in the 1947 
act. Labor leaders are very careless of 
language when they call this law a “slave 
labor law.” 


Workman Protected 
In Right to Bargain. : 


The 1935 act was necessary in view of 
the way in which labor had been exploited. 
But that act, especially as interpreted and 
administered by the National Labor Rela- 
tions Board, tipped the scales in favoryof 
labor against management. It gave labor 
dominance. The American people will not 
concede unrestricted dominance to any ele- 
ment in our economic life. They will seek 
always to balance the protective rights of 
any one element by setting up equally pro- 
tective rights for other elements. And that 
is precisely what the new Labor-Manage- 
ment Relations Act begins to do, 


It continues to protect the right of the 
individual workman to engage in collec- 
tive activities through a union; but it goes 
on to state that the individual workman 
“shall also have the right to refrain from 
any and all such activities.” Therefore the 
new law makes it wrongful for any union 
operating under the protection of national 
law to coerce any individual workman in the 
exercise of any of his rights. 

It further renders unenforceable any con- 
traet provision signed by an employer bar- 
ring nonunion workmen from the right of 
employment. It thus discards the cloged 
shop for unions operating under the protec- 
tion of national law. 

It further requires a peaceful democratic 
voting process before an employer is per- 
mitted to agree to sign a union contract 
establishing a “union shop.” In a union 
shop a nonunion man who has been hired 
by the employer must within 30 days accept 
the obligations of union membership. But 
this duty cannot be imposed unless an elec- 
tion has been held and the National Labor 
Relations Board has certified that a major-

ity of all the employes of the employer de- 
sire a union-shop arrangement. Union shops 
imposed by a militant minority are out. 

An amendment was offered in the Senate 
which in effect would have abolished the 
union shop. I helped to resist that amend- 
ment. It was defeated. I had this feel- 
ing: When a union is the certified legal 
representative of all of the employes for col- 
lective-bargaining purposes, it' is only right 
that every employe should contribute his 
share to the collective-bargaining expenses 
of the union. 


Strict duties were laid upon employers by 
the 1935 act. The new law gives them some 
balancing freedoms. Unions have had com- 
plete free speech regarding managements. 
Under the new law, employers have com- 
plete free speech regarding unions, provided 
“threats” 
“benefits.” 

Unions have had the right to petition the 
National Labor Relations Board for an elec- 
tion to determine whether or not the union 
represents the majority of the employes. 
The employer now gets that right if the 
union asks him for recognition. 

Almost all corporations, under one law or 
another, have been obliged to make disclos- 
ures of their basic business operations. Now 
unions must make such disclosures to the 
Secretary of Labor, exhibiting their constitu- 
tions, membership requirements, incomes, 
expenditures, and so on. 

The right to sue for damages for violation 
of contract is an old principle. The new law 
applies it to collective-bargaining contracts. 
The employer may now sue the union for 
ontract violation. The union may equally 
sue the employer if he violates a contract. 
Both sides have done a lot of violating. Both 
sides can now be made to stop it. 


“Feather-Bedding” 
Now Forbidden Practice. 


Finally, a list of unfair labor practices by 
employers in the Act of 1935 is balanced in 
the new law by a corresponding list of unfair 
practices by unions. For instance: 

The union cannot refuse to talk with the 
employer. It must bargain with the employ- 
er, just as the employer, under the Act of 
1935, mist bargain with the union. 

The union, in organizing itself for bar- 
gaining, must not coerce or restrain em- 
ployes. 

The union must not oblige an employer to 
pay for work ich is not done. Some 
unions have obliged employers to hire people 
to stand (or sit) and just look on at others 
working. That sort of “‘feather-bedding”’ is 
now “unfair.” 

Some citizens seem to have expected Con- 
gress to get rid of all strikes. That is im- 
possible unless we go Fascist or Communist. 
Let us face the strike problem squarely and 
fairly—under freedom. 

Suppose the employes of a given employer 
The employer de- 
clines to go above $1.05. The union threat- 
ens to strike. Shall the Government for- 
bid that strike? If it does, it must then 
proceed to decide the dispute itself and it 
must finally say to both employer and em- 
ployes: gSuch-and-such is the “‘right” hourly 
wage. But that is compulsory arbitration; 
and managements as well as unions made it 
perfectly clear to Congress that they were 
inflexibly opposed ‘to it. 

Moreover, if the Government begins to 
fix wages it is on the verge of fixing prof- 
its; and if it fixes profits it is on the verge 
of fixing prices; and when you have govern- 
mental fixing of all three you have totali- 
tarianism. — 


When Certain Strikes . 
Are Declared Unlawful. 


Free unions are just as important to 
American liberty as free managements. I 
profoundly believe what I said on the floor 
of the Senate on May 7 of this year: 

“Organized labor has been ene of the 
mightiest forces in our economy by which 
we have been able to preserve our free cap- 
italistic society. Removal of the influence

‘of organized labor in large areas of our 


economy might well leave those areas open 
to sinister influences of a type which I leave 
to the imagination. The elimination of 
trade unionism would probably contribute 
inore than anything else to the destruction 
of freedom in America.” 

The Labor-Management Relations Act of 
1947 goes slow on restricting the right to 
strike, Yet it does declare certain strikes 
to be unlawful. It empowers the National 
Labor Relations Board to stop them and also 
empowers any person hurt by them toé sue 
for damages. : 

The strikes thus eondemned are not

strikes by employes against their own em- 
ployers for better wages, hours, and s0 on. 
They are strikes for any of the following 
questionable purposes: 

1. To force an employer to join an em- 
ployer organization or to join a union, 

2. To force an employer—who is not the 
employer of the strikers—to cease doing 
business with the employer of the strikers. 

3. To force an employer to recognize a 
union which has not been certified by the 
NLRB as the representative of his employes. 

4. To force an employer to assign a par- 
ticular line of work to one union instead of 
to another union, unless the employer is fail- 
ing to obey an order of the NLRB covering 
this “jurisdictional” dispute. 


Strikes That Endanger 
Public Health or Safety. 


In connection with these purposes the 
union is forbidden to strike. Thus, iff this 
law we have the first federal attempt to dis- 
tinguish between strikes for legitimate pur- 
poses and those for purposes unduly oppres- 
sive to the employer or to the public. It is 
an attempt that may be defective. If so, the 
new joint committee of the Senate and the 
House will try to improve it. The principle, 


though, is clear, There are certain purposee 
which can properly put a limit on the right 
to strike, just as there are certain purposes 
(such as slander or libel) that put a limit on 
thé right of free speech. 

No other strikes are made unlawful-by the 
new law except strikes agaim&t agencies of 
the Federal Government. But that is no 
novelty. Such strikes have already been 
outlawed by many appropriation bills. 


I come now to the difficult problem of 
strikes which are on such a large scale that 
they endanger the-national health or safety. 
We have seen such strikes—on railroads, for 
instance, and in coal mines, The purpose 
of such strikes can be legitimate. They can 
be strikes simply for the improvement of 
working conditions, Shall they be sup- 
pressed by compulsory arbitration? Shall the 
President—or appointees of his—be given 
the power to fix hours and wages and other 
working conditions in all those basic Ameri- 
can industries in which industry-wide strikes 
can bring peril to our national health or 
safety? Can such power properly be given 
to one man in a free society? 


Congress has answered that question in 
the negative. In the new labor law it has 
empowered the President to appoint a Board 
of Inquiry to report to him and to the public 
as to the facts regarding any dispute that 
could explode into a national menace. It has 
also empowered the courts to issue an in- 
junction against such a strike and to pre- 
vent it from coming into being for a period 
of 80 days. The President must then send a 
message about it to Congress, with his rec- 
ommendations for appropriate action. It is 
then up to Congress to take the action ap- 
propriate to that crisis. 


Some Employers Are 
Dissatisfied With Law. 


Is it not better to solve a national crisis 
through the collective judgment of 531 elect- 
ed representatives of the people than to 
resort to bureaucratic compulsory arbitra- 
tion or to a single-headed dictatorship? 


Such are the outstanding provisions of the 
new law. Some employers are dissatisfied 
because unions are not thereby crushed into 
impotence. Some labor leaders are dissatis- 
fied because they are not left entirely free 
to have license as well as liberty. But with 
sympathetic and sincere administration the 
law can be made to work—without destroy- 
ing trade unionism and without injury to the 
legitimate objectives of organized labor. 


I do not like some provfions of the new 
law. For instance, I voted against the pro- 
vision regulating the “welfare funds’’ which 
recently have become so important a topic of 
negotiation between unions. and manage- 
ments. But we are just beginning our task 
of striking a working balance between the 
rights of unions, the rights of managements 
and the rights of the public. Let us with 
open minds neat the approaching proceed- 
ings of the } int committee of the Con- 
gress for arriving at industrial peace. 

In our political life our ancestors gave us 
a balance of powers between the Legislative, 
the Executive and the Judiciary. In our 
economic workaday life we must evolve a 
similar balance of powers between organ- 
ized business, organized labor and the na- 
tional general interest. Let us seek that bal- 
ance impartially, persistently and, above all, 
confidently, knowing full well that the inner

‘ Industry’s Unwillingness to Expand i in Face of Crying Demand Is Directly |

T dence of the fact that the United States 


today is producing steel, the basic ‘essential 
of industrial society, at a rate never equaled 
in peacetime. 

Production of ingots and steel for cast- 
ings this year will reach 85,000,000 tons. 
This is 60 per cent more than the 53,000,000 
tons turned out in the peacetime year of 
1939 and only about 5,000,000 tons less 
than was produced in the peak war year 
of 1944. 

Yet this vast eruption of metal is not 
enough. The nation lacks sheet steel, 
freight cars, pipe. Virtually every field in 
which ‘there is a shortage can trace its 
troubles to a lack of steel.’ 

Economists are seeking the causes and 
searching for the cure. One group urges 
immediate large-scale expansion. The in- 
dustry says supply will balance demand in 
two years and that its present capacity of 
91,000,000 tons annually, 
small additions now contemplated, is more 
than ample. One prominent steel executive 
says the nation will need less fhan 80,- 
000,000 tons in 1950 and 1955. Govern- 
ment economists insist we will need from 
10,000,000 to 30,000,000 tons more than 
this, and say such figures mean a serious 
depression. Union labor sides with the Gov- 
ernment, 

The fundamental reason for the differ- 
ence of opinion appears to be a difference 
in viewpoint. The industry bases its plans 


| for the future on what has happened in the 


past; many within the Government and in 
Congress: think the past was not good 
enough. 

The pessimism of the steel industry, in 
fact, runs directly counter to the nation’s 
policy as expressed in the Employment Act 
of 1946 and in the words of President Tru- 
man on signing it. The President said that 
the act represented ‘“‘a commitment by the 
Government to the people—a commitment 
to take any and all measures necessary for 
a healthy economy.”’ The act declared it to 
be the policy and responsibility of the Fed- 
eral Government to promote, among other 
things, maximum production, and to endeav- 
or to create and maintain maximum em- 
ployment opportunities, 


Government Has Lever 
To Use on Steel Industry. 


Because of this policy the Government has 
a lever with which tq try to persuade or 
force the steel] industry to provide sufficient 
steel for the nation’s maximum needs. How 
much this should be and how it is to be ac- 
complished are questions now being studied 
by Congress. They almost certainly will be 
investigated and debated in the next session. 


Meanwhile, as background for the more 
controversial matter.of increasing capacity, 
the reasons for today’s shortages may be 
summarized as follows: | 

Strikes in steel and coal, the industry 
says, have resulted in a loss of 18,000,000 
tons_of steel ingots in the two years since 
the end of the war, or more than 10 per cent 
of the total output during the( period. The 
country’s top steel producers said in‘a joint 
statement recently that were this lost ton- 
nage available there would be few com- 
plaints of shortages. 

Scrap iron is in extremely shoy supply. 
During the first six months of the year lack 
of scrap metal resulted in a loss of two mil- 
lion tons or more of ingots. The scrap iron 
shortage is due to a record rate of use dur- 
ing the war. Shortage of railroad cars has 
produced sporadic shortages of coking coal 
and pig iron. 


The “abnormal” demand for steel caused 
by the necessity of filling up war-depleted 
inventories and at the same time supplying 
the pent-up demand resulting from curtail- 
ment of civilian production during the war. 

Strikes and delays in industries supplying 
machinery for the steel industry have cut 
down planned additional strip and sheet 
rolling mill capacity from three million tons 
above the 1941 capacity to one million. 

Exports have béen larger than expected. 
An American Iron and Steel Institute analy- 
sis of Department of Commerce data, made 
public Sept. 25, set 1946 exports of finished 
and semi-finished steel at 4,747,000 net 
tons, or 9.7 per cent of shipments to all con- 
sumers. That was twice the prewar rate. 
Shipments in 1947 are reported running 
about the same as in 1946. This total does 
not include exports of finished goods, such 
as locomotives and freight cars. 


Military Demands 
Not Back to Pre-War Level. 


Military demands are difficult to estimate 
but have not fallen back to the prewar level. 

Wartime additions to the nation’s indus- 
trial plant have given the steel industry 
many more customers. The Department of 
Commerte reports that in 1946 some 33,600 
establishments of al) sizes were processing 
iron and steel; there were 20,400 in 1939. 
This is an increase of 64 per cent, almost 
twice the rate of gain of gl types of manu- 
facturing industries. 

The 1947 demand for steel products is 
estimated at from 66 million tons to 69 mil- 
lion tons as against an expected production 
of 62 million tons. It is this missing four to

seven million tons that is causing high prices 
and gray markets. 

(In turning ingot steel into steel prod- 
ucts about 25 to 30 per cent of the raw 
metal becomes scrap and is returned to the 
furnaces. Thus of the expected $5,000,000 
tons of ingots this year only about 62,- 
000,000 will ‘reach the market in the form 
of rails, structural shapes and pipe, and 
strips, plates and bars for fabrication by 
other industries.) 


The steel industry’s plans for meeting 
current demands include expenditure of 
$450,000,000 this year for additions and 
improvements, with expected completion 
next year of 2,500,000 tons of new ingot- 
making capacity. It is not clear whether 
the new capacity will be a bona fide addi- 
tion or will replace obsolete equipment. To- 
day’s rated capacity of more than 90,000,000 
tons is a drop of 4,500,000 tons from the 
1945 capacity, obsolescence having caused 
the retirement of some facilities. 


Plans for the additional ingot capacity, 
plus plans for new coke oven, blast furnace 
and sheet and strip capacity, are regarded 
by the industry, when taken with the rec- 
ord peacetime production, as a refutation of 
charges that steel companies are holding 
back production and expansion and a dem- 
onstration of their faith in continued high 
demand. 


This is as far as the industry intends to 
go. Steel executives present these argu- 
‘ments against big-scale expansion: New 
construction started. now could, not. be fin- 


ished until after supply has balanced de- | 


mand; labor to build new facilities is scarce: 
additional capacity would call for additional 
scrap, which isn’t available; an expansion of 
10 to 30 million tons would require develop- 
ment of new ore sources before the industry 
is ready to use low-grade ores; urgently 
needed finished steel would have to be di- 
verted to néw steel facilities, and costs of 
new construction are sq high that steel pro- 


duced in the new facilities would have to be/| 


sold at $15 to $20 a ton above the prevailing 
price. 


Obviously these are all defensible reasons, 
but the industry’s critics say they are insuf- 
ficient to prevent expansion if the producers 
earnestly wanted to make more steel. These 
critics hold that the forecast of adequate 
supplies in two years is no more than a 
guess and may not be a very good one. 


No Long-Range Survey 
To Determine Future Needs. 


_ It apparently is true that the industry hds 

made no long-range economic survey to de- 
termine future needs, &s is done, for ex- 
ample, by the American Telephone & Tele- 
graph Co. Instead, it has taken its figures 
from the past. 


The American [Iron and Steel Ihstitute 
has set up a hypothetical “‘Year of the Great 
Consumption,” a composite of the different 
peace time years before 1947 in which any 
one of the major steel-consuming industries 
made its top record in the use of steel. This 
includes 1929 for passenger automobiles, 
1923 for freight cars, 1941 for kitchen 
ranges, 1939 for machinery and so on. 


In this hypothetical ‘“‘Year of the Great 
Consumption” the 18 major customers 


bought 37,256,000 tons of steel products., 


Each year these customers have absorbed 
about 75 per cent of the steel output. So, 
to obtain an over-all figure, the industry 
adds one-third, or about 12,400,000 tons, to 
the 75 per cent used by the 18 big custom- 
ers. This results in just under 50 million 
tons to satisfy peak demands of all users in 
the hypothetical year. When this is sub- 
tracted from the expected 1947 production 
of 62 million tons, it leaves a balance of 12 
million, tons, which is surplus to previous 
peak demand, 


This reasoning, the critics assert, con- 
notes disbelief in an expanding economy. It 
is carried a step further by Wilfred Sykes, 
president of the Inland Steel Co., who bases 
predictions of future use on what he holds 
to be a fairly constant per capita demand for 
steel. Sykes’s theory and an opposing one 
formulated by Louis H. Bean, a special as- 
sistant to the Secretary of Agriculture, are 
being widely quoted in the debate over steel 
capacity expansion. 

Sykes estimates that the annual peak de- 
mand in ingot tens is not likely te be more 
than 80 million tons before 1955 nor more 
than 90 million tons before 1975, allowing 
10 per cent for export. The 1975 figure, he 
concedes, is little more than speculation. 
Probably the real ‘economic capacity of the 


“country, he guesses, is around 80 million 


tons. The figures lead him to think no ex- 
pansion is required in the near future, 
Sykes reaches his conclusions in the fol- 
lowing manner: 
In 1929 the maximum per capita domestic 
demand was 978 pounds. If to this is added 


83 pounds for export demand for 1950 and 
81 pounds for 1955, and if these two totals 
are multiplied by the anticipated population 
in 1950 and 1955 of 143 million and 148 
million, the result will be figures represent- 
ing probably maximum consumption for the 
two years, or 76 million tons in 1950 and 
78 million tons in 1955. These tonnages 
would be respectively 83 and 85 per cent of 
the industry’s present capacity. ‘ 

Bean says Sykes’s conclusions result from 
the fact that he reads the steel production 
record in terms of selected averages covering . 
prosperity and depression years inste§d of 
experience in years of full employment, and 
to the fact that he assumes the min 3929, 
consumption attained 18 years ago, in 1929, 
never will be exceeded. 


Bean contends there is not a fairly. con- 


stant per capita consumption if prosperous 


peacetime years are considered, but a, con- 
stantly rising demand, He projects this ris- 
ing curve into the future to arrive af ton- 
nages he thinks will be needed for full em- 
ployment. This figure he sets at a d 
100 million tons for 1958 and 1966, ; ore 
than 20 million tons above Sykes’s* esti- 
mates, if unemployment is to be kepe to 
within 5 per cent of the labor force. . 
Steelworkers Want ; 
A Planned Expansion. : 


“The basic difficulty I find in Sykes’ . 
presentation of the record,” Bean hes, said, 
“is that he, as well as many others, ‘fail to 
differentiate between the rising trend of de- 
mand in prosperous years and the muc§j low- 
er demand experienced in depression years. 
The question... is the amount of" steel 
that is likely to be required to sustaip full 
employment, now that we have it, or to Se- 
store and sustain full employment in case 
unemployment should develop in the, near 
future.”’ 


If Sykes’s views are to be taken as repre- 
pry of the industry approach and those 

Bean representative of the thinking. of at 
" ast a portion of the Government, there is 
a third viewpoint, that of labor as repre- 
sented by Philip Murray’s United Steelwork- 
ers of America. The steelworkers advocate 
a program of carefully planned expansion 


Calling steel “the fountainhead of Amert- 
can prosperity,” Otis Brubaker, researeh di- 
rector of the steelworkers, told a Copgres- 
sional committee recently that steel has 
fallen behind its dependent industries and 
that if the imbalance is not corrected de- 
pression is inevitable. 

*““We sympathize with the companies’ 
fears,” he said, “but they must not bé per- 
mitted to stand in the way,4Ve want expan- 
sion now but not at the price of ‘shaking 
down’ the country and the labor movement. 
The cost of expansion is tremendous, but it 
can be met by industry from its present 
working capital, from current high profit 
margins and from capital borrowings. * It is 
evident that the Government must assume at 
least part of.the risks. If the industry is not 
willing, even with this encouragemest, to 
make the required capital expenditures, 
there is no alternative except for the Gov- 
ernment itself to build and lease the neces- 
sary facilities.” 

Regarding the latter, Senator Murray 
(Dem.), Montana, told the Senate last June: 

“It is not sufficient for leaders of indus- 
try to say that uncertainty of future de- 
mand makes expansion unwise. That is 
tantamount to an abdication of the-~ basic 
function of industrial leaders in ouf free 
competitive enterprise system. If industrial 
leaders are unable or unwilling to take risks 
involved in expanditig the productive facil- 
ities required by a growing population whose 
living standards are bound to contine to 
rise, some other assurance for maintaining 
an expanding economy must be devised,” 


Program Proposed 
By Senator Murray. 


Murray went so far as to propose @ posi- 
tive program. He said that our knowledge 
of the extent and character of the, steel 
shortage is insufficient and recommended 
an appropriation for a continuing stddy of 
steel by the Department of Commerce or 
the Council of Economic Advisers, ‘Facts 
learned, he said, should be used in forniulat- 
ing a policy for the further expansion of 
the industry. 

Murray said he favored expansien by the 

industry’s present operators, and would ap- 
prove the use by private industrialists of 
Government funds at low interest ratés. If 
necessary, he said, there might be so pro- 
vision to suspend interest payments the 
industry’s operating rate fell below @ cer- 
tain level for a prolonged period. . 
” If all else fails, said Murray, the GOvern- 
ment should construct. facilities and. lease 
them to private operators. He said he hoped 
this would not be necessary, but that,,as he 
conceived the problem, steel capacity is now . 
inadequate to meet the twin needs of ‘a full 
employment economy and American obliga- 
tions to a war-stricken world. A 

It goes without saying that Congreasiona! 
action on the Marshall plan will have a 
strong bearing on whether the question is 
to be solved immediately. The Iron Age, 
trade publication, has termed the plan's im- 
pact on steel officials and steei users “ter- 
rific.” It may be that the steel producers 
will perform a rapid about-face. It seems 
certain that Senator Murray, and those who 
think as he does in terms of full employment 
rather than depression, will not. —

There will never be another Pearl Harbor. 
There won't be because by all signs of science 


the next war, if there is one, will open with, 


something so much, worse that the Japanese 
assault of Dec. 7, 1941, will seem like child's 
play in contrast. 


There will never be another atomic bomb at-— 


tack on the tentative, experimental scale of Hiro- 
shima., 

The bombs which were dropped on Japan pro- 
duced a death roll of 100,000 persons. Those 
bombs already are described by the atomic 
scientists as “old-type” and “primitive,” so far 
have developments since gone. | 

The possibility is that, at some future time, 
40,000,000 Americans might be killed in one 
night by atomic weapons. This is not the scare 
talk of an excited war monger. It is the sober 
warning of J. Robert Oppenheimer, who had 
charge of manufacturing the first of the atomic 
bombs. 

. . + | 

Edward Teller, one of the Manhattan project 
scientists, says that the future atomic bombs wil 
surpass those used in the last war “by a factor 
of a thousand.” 


Expand three or four square miles by no 


more than 100-fold and the area shoots out to 
400 square miles. Few cities in the -United 
States cover anywhere near that much ground. 


Were an enemy plane to get through, a sin- 
gle bomb of the future might snuff out a city 
of several millions. 

Thus, one wave of high-speed, long-distance 
bombers pin-pointed for a chosen set of targets 
would be enough to lay waste to the productive 
heart of America. Our means for defending our- 
selves would be gone virtually .before we could 
lift a finger.

This problem of national defense in an atomic 
world not yet freed of aggression and dictator- 
ship is so transcendingly important that the 
Post-Dispatch reprints today in this section the 
full text of an article from the October Atlantic 
Monthly—an article which we hope will help in 
stirring Americans from their easy slumber. 

In this article the writers, Francis and Kath- 
arine Drake, who wrote a series of prophetic 
articles on our unpreparedness in the air before 
World War II, tell how much worse off rela- 
tively the United States is today. 


These serious students describe first the vir- 


turnout was so obviously futile that it became 
known as “Operation FLOP.” 

Our matchless air personnel is largely out of 
service, construction of planes has been reduced 
to a fraction of what it was and research by the 
Air Forces is being held hack by small appro- 
priations. The Atlantic writers contrast this piti- 
ful state of affairs with what they say we need: 

1. A modern “air striking force” with a 
minimum of 1000 new-type, long-range 
bombers complete with crews, maintained 
in combat readiness at all times, capable of 
striking anywhere in the world from the 

United States, with an adequate reserve; a 

long range escort force and a procurement 

program capable of replacing 20 per cent of 
all these planes every year. 


2. An adequately-financed research pro- 
gram to keep the United States in the fore- 
front of world developments in air power 
and guided missiles. 

Francis and Katharine Drake are aware that 
it can be argued such an offensive air force will 
alarm other nations; that it will promote an 
armaments race and so will lead to more wars. 
Their answer is the full and complete one that 
our nation must have security. 

ae * - 

Our efforts in international relations, through 
UN, the Marshall plan and otherwise, have built 
up no security so far. 

We can and should continue to do everything 
possible through diplomacy. 

Even so, we cannot shut our eyes to the fact 
that Russia is maintaining the largest army and 
air force in the world. 

We cannot close our ears when Gen. Echols 
of our Air Forces tells us that he believes Rus- 
sia is building planes at a rate of 44,000 a year 
(against our 1330). 


We cannot ignore the warning that the Soviets 


are pushing atomic research to the point where 
they may soon overtake us. 

We were unprepared in 1914 and our unpre- 
paredness did not keep us out of World War I. 
We were unprepared in 1941 and our unpre- 
paredness then did not keep us out of World 
War II. We can be sure that unpreparedness 
will be no protection but an invitation to strike 
us if some other war lord makes up his mind 
to rule the world. 

* ** * 

Aside from leaders in the Air Forces, some 
writers and a few otKers, hardly anyone in this 
country has really tried to make this the vital, 
crucial issue which it is. 

The President and his Cabinet have not. 

The members of Congress have not. ‘ 
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one of the — tenets of the United 
Nations—has shamefully abro- 
gated.

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Congress Needs Electrical Voting 


In urging electrical voting for Congress, Sena- 
tor Wiley and Representative Kefauver are pro- 
posing something so sensible that it is a cause for 
national chagrin that it has not been done long 
before now. : 

Roll calls have ‘taken up one month’s time in 
every one of the past three years in the House. 
and 60 per cent as much in the Senate, Mr.

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Decision on Palestine 

Destiny caught up with the United States yes- 
terday. It happened when the American dele- 
gate to the United Nations Assembly announced 
that we will support the partition of Palestine 
between Jew and Arab under United Nations 
auspices. Thus, we have for the first time ack- 
nowledged that history has given usa role even 
in troubles not of our own making. 

It would have been easier to continue Pales- 
tine as exclusively a British worry. As Bartley 
Crum suggested, the United States might have 
gone to the Permanent Court of International 
Justice with a petition that London be made to 
carry out the terms of the League of Nations 
mandate. But Washington has recognized that 
behind the British notice of withdrawal is plain 
inability to carry on, that the British must be 
relieved of the burden, no matter how they add- 
ed to its weight by their own mistakes. 

Qur maturity is demonstrated by insistence on 
eventual freedom, and of a transfer of interim 
authority to the governments of the world col- 
The 
chosen device—partition—is not a very happy 
one, yet every other alternative seems less hap- 
py. The Arabs still resist partition, but all con- 
cerned resist every other formula. And since 
some one formula must soon be applied, we at 
least have chosen what seems the lesser evil. 
Furthermore, we suggest that the UN mitigate 
it—for instance, by giving Jaffa to the Arabs. 

Washington is aware that even this may not 
placate .them and therefore warns the Arabs 
against trying to block partition with armed 
force. Hére comes the only weakness in the 
American statement: after calling for an inter- 
national volunteer constabulary to police the new 
arrangement, it opens a loop-hole through which 
we might escape from positive action in case 
The 
United States either goes into this thing with 
the United Nations, or it does not. However, 
though the Arabs may riot, they are not likely 
to go tO war, not even with Russian urging. 
They are too hungry for Western money. They 
could hardly make war without it. 

So things stand. They are not pretty. Yet in 
spite of India’s Mrs. Pandit, some action must 


be taken if only because of the pressure of Eu-. 


rope’s displaced persons. We might have opened 
our gates to some of these. It would be better, 
too, if the constructive labors of the Jews could 
be the uplifting leaven in a federalized Palestine. 
But the only open way is the way of compromise 
—enforced compromise—with international sanc- 
tion, backed by the United States. Destiny, alas, 
brings its burdens.

53 Years of Corruption 


FROM DREYFUS TO PETAIN: THE STRUGGLE OF A 
REPUBLIC, by Wilhelm Herzog, aR by Walter 
Sorrell. (Creative Age Press, New York. 

Even now, when most of the vie have 
been confessed or ferreted out, the pro- 
longed (1894-1906) Dreyfus Affair seems 
impossible. It is no wonder that politicians, 
press and public alike refused to believe 
that Dreyfus was innocent. That the men 
to whom was entrusted the safety of the 
nation should, in order to cover up their 
own stupidity, callously take advantage of 
a rabble-rousing anti-Semitic campaign 
and crucify an unin- 
volved innocent, was 
an enormity proper- 
ly incredible. 


And not less in- 
credible than the 
treachery of Petain 
and Laval, the besti- 
ality of the Nazis, 
the ruthless amorali- 
ty of official Commu- 
nism, or the cupidity 
and cynicism of 
American politics. 
That is Herzog’s 
point, somewhat 
more generally ap- 


Alfred Dreyfus 
plied than he applies it. 


Some stubborn faith in humanity miakes 
it impossible for us to believe what has 


‘happened, until a Zola hounds us into it or 


a Buchenwald is captured still in operation. 
Even then we mark it off as an aberration, 
a throwback; an isolated case of mass 
forgetting that anti-Semitism, 
military intolerance and irresponsibility, in- 
ternational double-dealing and political cor- 
ruption have solid and continuous histories 
that attest their universality. 


Herzog devotes a chapter to each of the 
principal characters and factors in the 
Dreyfus Affair, and concludes each chapter 
by pointing out how that factor,.or the part 
played by that character, continues on, in 
full vitality, to the present time. There is 
also a final chapter, the thesis of which is 
that “the fight goes on.” The Dreyfus Af- 
fair is thus presented as an incident in the 
continuing struggle between decency and 
conscienceless self-aggrandizement. 


Three shortcomings should be noted. The 
book needs, for ready understahding by the 
average reader, a brief outline of the events 
of the Affair. Its social and historical point 
of view is narrowly Marxist. And the in- 
terpretation of events and motives since 
Dreyfus is not supported by convincing 
data or documentation; the author’s con- 
victions go beyond his proof. 


But: the basic point, that things like ‘the 
Dreyfus Affair must De expected and 
guarded against, that they are still an in- 
tegral part of twentieth century human na- 
ture, is useful. The list of “things like thé 
Dreyfus Affair” is discouragingly long, and 
not confined to Europe and Asia.

Funny? Or Crazy? 


PEOPLE ARE FUNNY, by Art Linkletter. (Doubleday 


Co., New York.) 

A classic example of the after-effects of 
a “People Are Funny” radio show was a 
letter sent from a “former listener’ who 
had been out on a wild-goose chase, His 
letter began: “People aren’t just furiny... 
they are crazy.” That is probably the best 
“description that can be given both the 
members of the program staff and the sup- 


posedly unsuspecting contestants who know - 


full well what they are letting themselves 
in for before they volunteer. 

Because many of its stunts backfire, it 
is no small wonder that the program is 
insured for $100,000 with Lloyd’s ef Lon- 
don; For instance, there was the night 
two volunteers were sent to a restaurant 
at Hollywood and Vine and a riot resulted. 
The first contestant was sent to the restau- 
rant wearing a white carnation and in- 
structed to eat lemon pie. The second was 
told to start an argument with a man 
wearing a white carnation and eating 
lemon pie, and during the course of the 
argument, to hit the man with the pie. 

Everything went off as planned except 
for one slight detail. The first contestant 
ducked and a bystander got the full effect. 
*Besides “People Are Funny” Art Link- 
letter also M.C.’s the “House y” show 
on C.B.S., which he readily admits is his 
favorite program because its . easy-going 
pace permits him the best type.of inter- 
view: “Kids and old folks. The latter don’t 
care what others think, so tell all, The 
kids don’t: know what they don’t know, so 
they tell all, too!” 

A good inside picture is given of how 
broadcasts of this type are assembled; how 
contestants are picked in order to avoid 
choosing “duds,” “wiseguys” or “profes- 
sional contestants,” and how warm-up ses-

History at Our Doorstep 


THE ROMANTIC STORY OF CAHOKIA, ILLINOIS, by 
Adolph 8. Suess, (Buechiler Publishing Co., Belle- 
ville, U1.) 

Out of devoted study extending over 
many years has emerged a second en- 
larged history of the first permanent set- 
tlement in the Mississippi valley, south of 
Quebec and north of New Orleans, enliv- 
ened by romance and fiction which doesn't 
impair the validity of the narrative but 
rather heightens its effectiveness. It is 
the story of Cahokia as it was in the days 
of its settlement and as it remains, well 
preserved, adjacent to East St. Louis. The 
120 pages are well illustrated. The author’s 
research, still uncompleted, will be further 
set forth in a planned third edition. 


Brooks Adams’ Prophecy 


AMERICA'S ECONOMIC SUPREMACY, by Brooks 
Adams, with an Evaluation by Marquis Childs. (Haer- 
per and Brothers, New York). 

In 1900 Brooks Adams, a New England 
Adams and a brother of the much more 
famous Henry, made an analysis of the 
drift of world power. He concluded that 
England was deteriorating, that world eco- 
nomic leadership was passing across the 
Atlantic and that the two—and only two— 
great powers of the coming century would 
be Russia and the United States. 

The perceptiveness of these opinions, 
which ran against the tide of thinking at 
that time, made such a strong impression — 
on Marquis Childs when he came across 
the book recently 
that he has under- 
taken to revive it. 
Toward that end he 
has added. a compre- 
hensive preface. 

In Childs’ opinion, 
the importance ‘of 
the. book is in its 
timeliness as of now. 
That Adams showed 
great penetration in 
foreseeing American 
economic supremacy 
is interesting. But 
more to the point is 
his warning that 
world supremacy car- 
ries a responsibility that can be ignored 
only at the cost of disaster. American isola- 
tionism, he said, was being made untenable ~ 
by the logic events. 

American citizens, still afflicted with the 
delusion of remoteness, would do well to 
ponder this warning several times a day. 
It might help to clarify their attitudes 
toward a number of important questions 
involving high policy—not the least our ob- 
ligation to a starving world. 

In regard to a specific program for a 
newly arrived supreme power, however, 
Adams sounds much iess like a perspica- 
cious prophet than a forerunner of Henry 
Luce and his “American Century.” The 
United States, he argued, would inevitably 
produce ‘more than it could consume. It 
followed then that it must push into for- 
eign markets and stay there by force of 
arms if necessary. China was the ideal 
proving ground for this matured economic 
colonialism, and it was over China that 
Adams foresaw trouble with Russia. 

Adams says nothing about a world 
order, and there is no hint that he envis- 
ioned a time when one nation might crip- 
ple or destroy another overnight. Even so, 
his estimate of the forces at play was 
shrewd and judicious, and he saw a signifi- 
cance in events that others failed to recor- 
nize even When they were called to their 
attention. And its presentation is clear, 
strong and scholarly. 

So though it is a book that should be 
read with reservations, it is, in a very real 
sense, a book of and for our times.

yearly budget in Czechoslovakia

“We think it vitally important 
to foster sympathy for Western 
ideas in these countries,” the di- 
rector of the British Council told 
us in Warsaw.

What is the EE ress 
telling people in eastern Europe 
and what is our side trying to 
combat? 

In Poland and Czechoslovakia, 
where hatred of Germany is pro- 
found and universal, the Commu- 
nist’ dailies “Glos Ludu” and 
“Rude Pravo” pfoclaim with inces- 
sant emphasis that America is 
bent on restoring German impe- 
rialism; Hungary's proud, nation- 
alistic people are told America is 
trying to interfere in their inter- 
nal affairs. In Austria, the Com- 
munist “Volkstimme” devotes col- 
umns to listing the real and fab- 
racited instances of misbehaviour 
by American G. I.s 

People in the Balkans, who are 
hopeful for the success of their 
new Socialist economies and their 
agriculture reforms, are told tht 
American capitalists have sinister 
designs on.Europe’s resources. The 
democratic Finns are constantly 
reminded that America is the 
country where Negroes are lynched 
and political bosses prosper. 

Picture Selves as Peaceful. 

Everywhere in eastern Europe, 
whose millions fear and dread an- 
other war, the Soviet Union is pic- 
tured as the champion of peace 
and the strongest bulwark against 
the plots and schemes of “Ameri- 
can warmongers.” 

Unquestionably this propaganda 
is having its effects. Yet much of 
it is nullified by the measures 
which Communists. have used to 
seize and maintain political power.

PREDICTS WAR WILL’ 
BEAT USE OF ATOM 
ENERGY FOR PEACE 


NEW YORK, Oct. 11 (UP)—A 
top scientist predicted today that 
1,000,000 persons “will be sacrificed 
in atomic warfare” before science 
has a chance to apply atomic en- 
ergy to the benefits of mankind. 


This expert, Prof. Charles D. 
Coryell, of the Massachusetts In- 
stitute of Technology, said “atom- 
ic slaughter” is coming because 
the “great nations are blindly 
stumbling toward the most de- 
structive war of history.” 


He told a meeting of the New 
York section of the American 
Chemical Society that the research 
factories now are turning out ra- 
dioactive isotopes for use in med. 
icine and biology, but that their 
use might be overwhelmed by 
atomic war. 

He estimated that the “human 
toll” would be 1,000,000. Some 
scientists previously have esti» 
mated that a million persons 
might be killed in the first hour 
of such a war. 


Coryell,-who headed the fission 
products section at the Clinton 
Laboratories, Oak Ridge., Tenn., 
and is now a consultant to the 
Brookhaven National Laboratory 
on Long Island. said the “human 
race would be spared from atomic 
slaughter” if the intellectual pow- 
er that revealed the secrets of 
the atom were applied to the es- 
tablishment of peace. 

Coryell, quoting from mytholo- 
gy, said that Prometheus taught 
man the use of fire, “thus freeing 
him from the perils of cold and 
darkness.” 

“For this,” he said, “Zeus, the 
jealous ruler of the gods, pun- 
ished Prometheus, chaining him 
to a mountainside and setting vul: 
tures to tear out his vitals. 

“In harnessing atomic energy, 
science has captured the basic 
energy source of the universe.” 

He said it is the hope of sci- 
entists that “man will not be pun- 
ished for this discovery by having 
his vitals torn out by the vultures 
of war?

Then one passes through a poor 
quarter and observes that even 
the horse meat butcher—his trade 
announced by a gilded horse’s 
head above his shop front—has no 
customers because his prices are 
too high, or, at the other end of 
the scale, a cabinet minister hur- 
riedly breaks an appointment to 
hasten to an emergency session 
of the committee to save the franc, 
composed of Premier Ramadier 
and his closest coadjutors. 

These signs, unhappily, disclose 
the inner reality... Because of in- 
security and despair the people 
of- France are being driven to the 
political extremes which are al- 
ways the resort of men losing 
hope. 

One extreme is of course the 
Communist party. The Commu- 
nists are still egviably dynamic 
and effective ledders. Although 
they have by now spent a good 
part of the hundreds of millions 
of dollars they stored in the con- 
fusion of the German collapse, 
they are still formidably well 
financed. 

Costly Efforts Pushed. 


Their extraordinary peasant 
propaganda paper, La Terre, ad- 
vocating private property, the 
home, the family, high prices and 
long life for all kulaks, is ex- 
pensively delivered to the small- 
est farm communities in France. 
Their effort in the labor unions 
is equally costly and efficient. For 
example, the unions in the small 
department of Loiret happen to be 
non-Communist. All the unions in 
the department can afford to 

maintain only one paid organizer. 
Yet in this single department, the 
Communists have no less than 15 
known full-time organizers. 

The Communists feed, of 
course, upon despair and inse- 
curity. None the less, the 
French workers, who have a 
long tradition of highly demo- 
cratic unionization, have had 
nearly four years of the familiar 
Communist party tactics in their 
unions—fixed union elections, in- 
timidation and dictatorship of 
the party apparatus. An in- 
creasing number of them are 
thoroughly fed up. The official 
non-Communist leaders, like th > 
trembling old Jouhaux, are pris- 
oners of their “allies.” But new, 
younger men have taken the 
lead of an anti-Communist mi- 
nority which has already made 
impressive showings within the 
miners, the postal workers, the 
railroad workers and several 
other vital unfons. Take away 
the insecurity and despair which 
are the chief Communist assets, 
and, they may well end by ‘losing 
their main base in the labor 
movement. 

Here in France, in fact, perhaps 
because the Communists made 
their bid too soon, the drift to the 
political extremes is currently 
chiefly manifesting itself in the 
Gaullist movement. An outsider 
must of course speak very care- 
fully of this new political organi- 
zation, which is now a true party 
and invites the adherence of mem- 
bers of all non-Communist parties. 
Yet certain points are apparent. 

Detested by Rich French. 

Gen. Charles de Gaulle, founder 
and leader of the movement, 
which he‘ calls the Rally of the 
French People, is still without 
doubt among France’s few great 
men. Equally without doubt, he 
has no totalitarian ambitions and 
is detested by the sort of men

It is, so to speak, extra- 
constitutional, De Gaulle advocates 
scrapping the machinery of the 
Fourth Republic and writing a 
new constitution rather on the 
American model, with a strong 
executive. Yet there also is some- 
thing a little mystical about it. 
Even so brilliant and disillusioned 
a man as Andre Malraux, now a 
member of the de Gaulle brain 
trust, speaks of the need for re- 
leasing “a new political dynamism 
in France.” 

Chance for Conflict. 

Furthermore, all the franker 
Guallists, among whom are many 
impressively idealistic younger 
French people, admit that their 
hero will only be called to power 
when all others but the Commu- 
nists have failed beyond repair. 
Currently they expect inadequate 
American aid in France’s eco- 
nomic crisis to produce this result, 

Under the circumstances, there 
is no need to make moral judg- 
ments—to say that Guallism is of 
good or evil intention. Far 6ne 
obvious probability sticks out of 
the situation like a sore thumb. 
If insecurity and despair mount 
high enough in France, most ex- 
pert observers believe that de 
Gaulle, rather than the Commu- 
nists, will come to power. But it 
is known that the French Commu- 
nist executive committee voted, in 
mid-September, to call a general 
strike in this event, 

There is a pretty good chance, 
therefore, that whatever Gen. de 
Gaulle’s intentions may be, the 
outcome would be the outbreak of 
civil conflict and the emergence of 
a pattern grimly reminiscent of 
that in Spain. That is not a pleas- 
ant prospect for the future of 
France, for the future of Europe, 
for the future.

Actually, the Marshall plan can’t be more 


than an idea and a trend until the Truman administration produces 


various’ planks for its main walls. 


The fact remains that Moscow’s 
premature and intemperate 
charges still can prove to be large- 
ly accurate. Either the Marshall 
plan will be so constructed as to 
preserve the primary, humani- 
tarian and democratic objectives 
announced by its author, or it will 
be nothing less than an old- 
fashioned capitalistic shotgun 
sternly poked in the ribs of re- 
sentful Frenchmen, Italians and 
other flat-on-their-backs Euro- 
peans, 

Somehow or other, American 
politicians and American public 
opinion must get these terribly 
significant alternatives. straight 
before it is too late. For if the 
Marshall plan is perverted into 
shotgun aid to Europe, two conse- 
quences are inevitable. First of 
all, the United States Government 
would become a frank opponent 
of free and democratic ddmestic 
reforms (and choices) on the part 
of western European peoples. Sec- 
ond, Congress would have démon- 
strated to Communists and non- 
Communists throughout Europe 
that Moscow’s denunciation of the 
Marshall plan was justified. 


' Cites Economic Reforms, 


Only a few facts are necessary 
to prove that this is no exaggera- 
tion. Every important European 
country has adopted postwar eco- 
nomic reforms which are predom- 


are in no sense Communistic. 
They are far removed from the 
model of Soviet so-called Commu- 
nism. They repudiate the Soviet 
system's basic ideology and meth- 
ods. The do not attack or abolish 
a major part of their respective 
nations’ free enterprise. Whether 
in Britain and France oar in Czech- 
oslovakia the reformists have pre- 
served a democratic, multi-partied 
process of government. Equally 
free speech and a free press ev- 
erywhere, from Prague to London, 
nationalization of key industries 
has only been inaugurated by the 
overwhelming free choice and in- 
sistenee of the people, 

What chiefly characterizes post- 
war European reforms, therefore, 
is a partial and limited Socialism. 
Those Americans who persistently 
seek to wrap Europe’s partial So- 
cialism into one bundle with Com- 
munism are either wilful distor- 
ters of the truth or they are the 
most dangerous kind of political 
illiterates, 

Feeling Against Monopolies, 

Restoration of an American 
type of capitalism in the European 
countries which suffered war and 
Nazi occupation is an impossibility 
today—unless the Marshall plan is 
used as a dictator uses his guns 
and ‘bombing planes. In two ter- 
rible wars, many millions of Eu- 
ropeans became convinced that 
great industrial monopolies and 
international cartels helped to pro- 
voke the destruction of their lands 
and homesx This is why they 
demanded and put into force—by 
popular vote—the nationalization 
of certain key industries; that is, 
partial Socialism. Having paid a 
price for war which Americans 
never. have remotely experienced, 
Europeans felt they had a right 
to seek a much safer economic 
setup by their own convictions 
and in their own way. 

So the new Europe is predomi- 
nantly Socialistic. Every sound 
observer agrees that the old Euro- 
pean capitalism of prewar days 
is gone forever. Every such ob- 
server further agrees that Europe 
today has only one -remaining 
choice. Either the nations of 
western Europe (including Aus- 
tria and Germany) will remain 
or achieve a system of partial 
Socialism—or they will gradually 
relapse into Communism. How- 
ever shocking and intolerable that 
may be to Herbert Hoover, Col. 
McCormick and all who share 
their extremely conservative view- 
point, this is the first absolutely 
unalterable political fact about 
present-day Europe. Partial So- 
cialism—or Communism, Even the 
French and Czech Catholic parties 
have recognized this fact—and 
voted for nationalization of key 
industries.

Yet In the face of these estab- 
lished facts and reforms Sena- 
tor Ferguson (Rep.), Michigan, 
can announce (his head 50 feet 
deep in the sand): “We must curb 
the spread of Socialism as well 
as Communism (in Europe).”

De- 
‘prived of international protection 
in a world seething with unrest, 
wulnerable to new atomic develop- 
ments so frightful that they 
dwarf even the Hiroshima night- 
mare, surely the first instincts of 
pelf-preservation should turn our 
thoughts urgently to or own de- 
fenses? 

It is not the purpose of this 
article to argue the ggg oy of 
war with Soviet Russia. But it is 
scarcely deniable that the possi- 
bility exists, and in the new and 
appalling connotations of atomic 
warfare even the possibility of 
attack is so terrifying that any- 
thing short of the ener pre- 
caution is criminal folly. Yet it is 
a fact that today the United States 
is virtually helpless against such 
an attack and that we have been 
gliding at increasing speed toward 
a military impotence that is an 
@epen invitation to disaster, 

The prospect of rearming the 
United States is distressing to any 
¢ivilized person. Is there then no 
chance of bringing about some 
zpodification of the Russian 
etand? Cannot the United Na- 
tions’ plan be amended to guit the 
‘Rtussian view and still remain ef- 

' ? 


,_ The record of the past two years 
—provides an unsatisfactory an- 
“ewer. Every effort of which men 
“of good will are capable has been 
“ymade and made repeatedly, in- 
“cluding the offer of the United 
States to surrender its atom 
«bombs, its secrets and factories to 
“(nited Nations control. Every 
has been rejected. The 
“situation was summed up on Aug. 
_B, 1947, by the United States dep- 
—uty representative on the United 
“Nations Atomic Commission, Fred- 
“erick Osborn: “Mr. Gromyko has 
“made it clear that every aspect 
“of the Commission’s report was 
ptable to the Soviet Union. 
He again offered the Russian pro- 
~posal: The United States should 
“hestroy its bombs and bomb as- 
bly plants and make public all 
information on a ‘gentleman's 
agreement’ that no one would en- 
“gage in an atomic war. There- 
"after all nations could start on an 
“even basis to discuss a treaty or. 
“convention which would define a 
way in which the gentleman's 
wagreement could be made effec- 
~tive and binding.” 
™ When this offer of a “gentle- 
“man’s agreement” is appraised 
“against the Soviet Union's post- 
wwar record, against its repeated 
~breaches of good faith, is repudi- 
“ation of the Potsdam Agreement, 
“Yts torpedoing of the Moscow Con- 
“Yerence, its persistent misuse of 
the veto to emasculate the United 
«Nations, its boycott of the Mar- 
shall Plan, its own massive de- 
“velopment of atomic weapons, 
“there is offered not even a plau- 
_ gible imitation of security. All 
that emerges, in the words of Mr. 
«Osborn, is “a fraud on the peoples 
~of the world.” 
™ This consistent obstruction of 
“the United Nations’ peace aims 
might not be so alarming were it 
.<ajot_ accompanied by the increas- 
ingly militaristic attitude of the 
“Soviet government. While the 
“ United States has set the pace in 
._ rapid demobilization, Russia is 
. still maintaining by far the larg- 
= est army and air force in the 
« world, and is expanding the latter 
~ at unprecedented speed. It is the 
“ belief of Maj. Gen. Oliver P. 
. Echols, U.S.A.A.F. Chief of Supply 
~ during the war, that she is pro- 
~ ducing as many as 44,000 military 
* planes this year compared to our 
~ 1330. She has awarded top prior- 


and proclaims that they will 
shortly rival our own, a view 
shared by most of our own atomic 
experts. 

Since the end of the war, Rus- 
sia has forced behind the Iron 
Curtain 11 countries with a total 
population * of 120,000,000 people 
and she is actively working in 
Europe, India, and China’ to ex- 
pand this rule. She has isolated 
her people from al] outside con 
tact and is fomenting among them 
ill feeling against this country by 
warning that America 
is planning to attack them. All 
our efforts to aid the suffering 
peaple of Europe have been twist- 
ed and misrepresented. None of 


this is necessarily a prelude to 
war, but it is foolish to close 
one’s eyes to the fact that Russia 
is a formidable military power 
and that her attitude toward us 
is increasingly unfriendly. What 
is her great Army to do? What 
is her great Air Force to carry? 
Is it possible that the Soviet 
dictators, ruling a land three 
times the size of our own, honest- 
ly believe that they may be “en- 
circled?” Ig it possible that they 
are considering a future blow 
against this country, the great 
obstacle to world ‘: Communism? 
We do not know. We can only 
admit that it is a possibility. 
i. 

F the United States were to be 
| threatenes with atomic attack 

either today or at any time 
within the next two years, this 
sorry fact must come to light— 
that our position is relatively more 
defenseless than it was at the 
time of Pearl Harbor. Then, at 
] ast, we were able to fall back 
on wide margins of time and the 
certainty of uninterrupted war 
a. on. In atomic warfare we 
kn beyond doubt that our time 
must be reckoned in hours or 
even in minutes, Army, Navy, Air 
Forces, and scientists are agreed 
on’ one point: if a modern high- 
speed bombing attack once gets 
under way there is no local] de- 
fense against it. They are equally 
agreed that short of effective in- 
ternational control, the omly de- 
fense lies in the ability to mount 
a counterattack so swiftly and on 
so great a scale tiat any aggres- 
sor must know beforehand that 
instant reprisal will -+smash his 
own country level with the ground 
—jn short, to offer him a cer- 
tainty of national suicide. 

General Carl Spaatz, command- 
ing general «f our Air Forces, has 
summarized the essence of Amer- 
ican security in these words: “We 
have one r- 1 defenr?; a planned 
and ready otfensive. If another 
bully nation arises, the only way 
to avoid such an atomic war is 


to be able to win’ it instantly and 
decisively, Such reafliness would 
make any dictator think twice.” 
(This counter-attack principle 
was wholly effective in the last 
war in connection with poison 
gas.) 

The power to implement such 
counterattack at present resides 
in the long-range bomber—-the 
backbone of air power. It is this 
power that we have thrown away 
during the past few -ears. True, 
we still have the Bomb; but we 
no longer have the means of de- 
livering decisive mbers .to a 
distant enemy. Two years ago we 
had world supremacy in the air. 
Today, to the shame .of Govern- 
ment, of Congress, of our own un- 
minding selves, this supremacy 
for which 74,000 American airmen 
laid down their lives, and for 
which we paid 80 billion dollars, 
has been reduced to a mere shell, 
pulled down from 2,400,000 men 
to 300,000 men, from 80,000 planes 
to 1720 combat types) now in 
commission. Here are the figures 
of our decline in power of re- 
prisal.

Of the 144, few are actually in 
combat readiness. The Air Forces 
recently scraped together what 
they admitted to be “every opera- 
tional B-29 in the country,” and

our matchless: air strength, with 
our 2865 B-29s? We have put them 
in dead storage, 2507 of them. To 
get them into combat readiness 
would require this: first, from 
three to six months to get the 
planes ready to fly, if we had the 
ground crews; second, 12 months 
to train the air crews, if we had 
the air crews; third, another six 
months to:weld the Groups into 
an adequate force to counterat- 
tack, if the Air Forces had the 
authority and the money. Three 
months or two years, it must be 
all the same in the next war when 
every hour may be spelling death 
for millions, 
Furthermore, the B-29, origi- 
nated in the thirties and first built 
in 1941, is obsolescent. Its radius, 
1500 miles with full bombload, is 
insufficient to enable it to reach 
far-distant targets without de- 
pendence on refueling bases. An 
aggressor could hardly fail to 
blow up such bases on his way in 
to attack. New-type planes, such 
as the B-36, have a range of over 
10,000 miles with a 6-ton bomb- 
load and can strike back at any 
target in the world without re- 
fueling. Phototypes are in the air 
already, but instead of the solid 


numbers that might prohibit ag- 
gression, we have less than 100 
on order over a two-year period. 
Even were we to begin today, not 
all the gold in Fort Knox, nor all 
the emergency legislation in Con- 
gress, could assemble a decisive 
force of new-type bombers with 
trained crews before the winter 
of 1949, and to begin today would 
involve summoning a special ses- 
sion of Congress. Our capacity for 
rapid building has become so en- 
feebled that military plane pro- 
duction, which once hit 96,000 a 
year, has sunk to 1330 (of all 
types) this year. Two-thirds of our 
manufacturers are going broke, 
their staffs have heen dispersed, 
ang their research has almost 
reached a standstill. In spite of all 
this, however, our B-29s' could still 
tide us over as a protectiye stop- 
gap were they brought out of stor- 
age and-adequately manned, and 
they could be of priceless value in 
training the air and ground crews 
for oncoming new types. 
Hl. 

HE research and development 
T of new planes, of radio-con- 

trolled planes, and of guided 
missiles is another aspect of na- 
tional security that has recently 
suffered dangerous crippling. The 
guided missile, when its range has 
been extended, will make obsolete 
every existing form of bomb deliv- 
ery. These hurtling missiles travel 
hundreds of miles high and plunge 
to earth at nearly 5000 m.p.h. 
In the embryonic form of the V-2, 
they went to work on Britain in 
the last war. Not a single one was 
ever seen by the defenses, let 
alone intercepted. Had they been 
fitted with atomic warheads, Eng- 
land would have been out of the 
war in a few days. 

General Ira C, Eaker, when 
Deputy Commander of Army Air 
Forces, stated that guided missiles 
with 5000-mile range might be de- 
veloped in five years, were the 
program handled on the scale of 
the Manhattan Project, and that 
they could probably be developed 
in 15 years at the normal peace- 
time pace. 
country which comes in second in 
this race will be at the mercy of 
the winner,.for no means of de- 
fense is possible, 

What are we doing to maintain 
our all-important leadership in 
this field? Our program, the 
main part of which was intrusted 
to the Air Forces, has met this 
fate: The Air Forces required 
$300,000,000 for the program; they 
received only $33,000,000, made up 
of $20,000,000 for research and 
$13,000,000 for procurement. Re- 
search leaders and officers are 
doing their utmost in spite of 
meager funds and rising costs, and 
valuable progress is doubtless be- 
ing made, but the main program 
is hamstrung. And how do we 
stand on atomi¢é development? 
The chairman of the Atomic En- 
ergy Commission tells us: “Since 
Hiroshima the United States has 
lost momentum in atomic energy 
development. For from the level 
of V-J day we have actually gone 


factors as scientific personnel, de- 
preciation of plants, intensity of 
effort, and in other important 
ways.” 

A Ready Force of 144 bombers 
and a woefully underfinanced Air 
Forces’ research program — such 
is the travesty of first-line strik- 
ing power that stands today be- 
tween us and that sudden un- 
announced attack.

balanced is it to have an 11%- 
billion-dollar program of men, 
ships, tanks, guns, small planes, 
and only 144 obsolescent bombers 
capable of action, not one of them 
able to carry an atom bomb direct- 
ly to a distant enemy? Whatever 
may have been the usefulness of 
battlewagons and carriers in the 
past, whatever part they may still 
play in the future, is it realistic 
to place nearly a 5-billion-dollar 
emphasis on ships, steaming 25 
m.p.h., when enemy bombers can 
advance at 400 m.p.h,. to slaughter 
millions in our homeland? Does 
it make sense to have authorized 
or committed 20 billions in foreign 
aid, to be contemplating some 5 
billions.a year more under the 
Marshall plan, and to have no 
security at home? This aid is es- 
sential, of course, but money re- 
gardless, Greeks, Turks and others 
would surely be out of their minds 
to defy the Soviet Union in favor 
of a distant ally with only 144 
bombers which could not even 
muster effectively over Manhat- 
tan, 
This is what our defense expend- 
iture should give us if we are to 
have striking power capable of 
safeguarding the nation to the 
best extent possible, pending the 
hoped-for advent of an interna- 
tional police force: 

First, it should give us a mod- 
ern air striking force with a mini- 
mum of 1000 new-type;-long-ran 
bombers, complete with crews, 
maintained in combat readiness at 
all times, capable of striking any- 
where in the world from the Unit- 
ed States, with an adequate ac- 
tive reserve; a long-range escort 
force; and a procurement program 
capable of replacing 20 per cent 
of all these planes every year. 

Second, it should give us an ade- 
quately financed research pro- 
gram, to keep us in the forefront 
of world developments in air pow- 
er and guided missiles. 

We should be assured that many 
hundreds of these planes were be- 
ing maintained in instant readi- 
ness, day and night, widely dis- 
persed to prevent destruction by 
bombs or saboteurs, 
parked above the concrete shaft 
containing its atom bomb. It 
should be possible for the Presi- 
dent to pick up a telephone at any 
hour of the day or night and sat- 
isfy’ himself, the nation, and, most 
of all, the world, that these ready 
groups could be off and on their 
way immediately on receipt of or- 
ders. There will be no time for 
rehearsals or mistakes or for mys- 
tering of resources in the next 
war. 

It can be argued that this is an 
offensive force, likely to alarm 


other nations; but in vertical war- |. 


fare the only defense is the power 
to strike offensively, the main- 
tenance of a striking force so 
large, so well dispersed, and so 
everlastingly ready that a poten- 
tial aggressor can never hope for 
another Pearl Harbor or count on 
anything to save him from devas- 
tation as terrible as that which 
he contemplates inflicting on oth- 
ers. There would be no need for 
such national striking power were 
we not confronted by a strong, un- 
friendly nation, a larger air force, 
and a deadlock in the United Na- 
tions. 

Pending the emergence of an 
international police force for the 
prevention of war, there are two 
choices that confront our nation 
today, First, we can achieve a 
reasonable degree of interim se- 
curity by building a protective ma- 
chine strong enough to discourage 
any possible aggressor. Second, 
We can remain defenseless and 
take the chance that international 
control may somehow come into 
being ahead of any threat of war. 

It is a grave decision for a na- 
tion just recovering from the 
strain of a long, unsought war, 
for a people to whom the thought 
of war has always been anath- 
ema. Before we come to one de- 
cision or the other, let us try to 
evaluate, with the help of our 
leading atomic scientists, what 
we would have to accept should 
war descend on us again as 
swiftly and unexpectedly as it 
did the last time. What would it 
be like? 

IV. 


ANY of us may still be think- 

ing of atomic attack in terms 

of Hiroshima, of a colossal ex- 
plosion and a deathroll of 100,000 
people. While vigorous “security” 
prevents any specific disclosure 
by scientists of the atomic devel- 
opments of the past two years, we 
can be certain that the effect of 
the. next atom bomb, if one is 
ever dropped, will bear about as 
much resemblance to the_Hiro- 
shima bomb as a British block- 
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buster bore to a hand grenade. 
Dr. J. Robert Oppenheimer, in 


charge of manufacturing the first 


atom bomb, estimates that were 
the United States to be attacked 
at some future time, “atomic 
weapons might kill 40,000,000 
Americans in a single night.” Air- 
men and scientists already refer 
to the Hiroshima-Nagasaki mis- 
Siles as “old-type bombs,” and the 
Atomic Scientists of Chicago de- 
scribe them as “the first relatively 
primitive atomic bombs.” Profes- 
sor William A. Higinbotham, of 
the Manhattan Project, stated 
that the first bomb contained only 
“a few pounds of atomic explo- 
sive.” According to a statement 
distributed by the National Com- 
mittee on Atomic Information, 
“every effort was made to keep 
the first explosions to a mini- 
mum. The real thing in atomic 
bombs has not been tried out yet.” 
As far back as January, 1946, Dr. 
Harold C. Urey pointedly quoted 
the British scientist, Dr. M. L. 
Oliphant (presumably not subject 
to such rigid security), who pre- 
dicted “bombs in the near future 
of from 50 to 100 times the power 
. those which have been explod- 
e Aa 

Finally, in February, 1947, one of 
Dr, Urey’s Manhattan project as- 
sociates, Prof. Edward Teller, 
made one of the most significant 
statements of our time: “We must 


ge;be prepared for-startling develop- 


menta. It has been repeatedly 
Stated that future bombs may 
easily surpass those used in the 
last war by a factor of a thou- 
sand. I share this belief. One 
consequence of such bigger bombs 
would be that instead of three or 
four square miles, three or four 
hundred square miles might be 
devastated at a single blow.” 

Since no city in the United 
States is. larger than 400 square 
few are as large, this 
means that any of our great cen- 
ters, with their millions of inhab- 
itants, might be blotted out by a 
single bomb in a fraction of a sec- 
ond. No would-be aggressor could 
fail to note that half our popula- 
tion and almost all our ‘heavy in- 
dustry are compressed into one 
area known to our own airmen as 
the Central Target Zone, This 
zone is the most strategic target 
in the world, and one of the most 
accessible, for it is clo.» to our 
frontiers and can be criss-crossed 
by high-speed bombers within a 
single hour. Containing some 70 
million people and the bulk of our 
productive economy, it is bounded 
by Milwaukee and Kansas City in 
the west, by Bdéston and Washing- 
ton in the east, and includes the 
following key cities: 


Chicago Cincinnati 
Milwaukee Louisvlile 
Kansas City Indianapolis 
St. .Louis Boston 
Detroit New York 
Columbus Philadelphia 
Cleveland Wilmington 
Buffalo Baltimore 
Pittsburgh Washington 


Given 18 of the new super bombs 
visualized by Professar Teller, all 
of these cities and most of the 30 
million people living in them could 
be wiped out by a single wave of 
bombers. With the blast factor 
of Hiroshima stepped up 1000 
times, people and buildings alike 
would literally disintegrate. 

The picture of such slaughter is 
monstrous beyond our imagina- 
tion, But even this horror pales 
beside the picture of what could 
happen to‘ people living outside 
the cities. It is Professor Teller’s 
belief that “such bigger bombs 
may prove to be even more dan- 
gerous in an indirect Way ... 
there is a threshold beyond which 
radioactivity has lethal effects.... 
Sufficiently strong radioactivity 
will kill all living tissue.” 
of us are familiar with the elabo- 
rate precautions taken by hospi- 
tals to guard against rays from a 
tiny speck of radium—the lead 
gloves, the lead aprons, the thick 
shields. It is used in infinitesimal 
fractions of a gram. An explosion 
of 18 *%superbombs—or perhaps of 
100 medium bombs—over the cities 
would release the equivalent of 4 
million tons of unshielded radium 
and spread it throughout the cen- 
tral target zone. 

To the 40 million people living in 
the smaller cities, towns and 
farms of the zone, a vast mass of 
radioactive air could spell death in 
a particularly revolting form, and 
it would be inescapable. Wherever 
human beings @eek shelter, they 
must always breathe. If intensely 
radioactive air is breathed into 
the lungs, it passes into the blood, 
destroys the bone marrow, and 
sets up leukemia, an uncontrolla- 
ble cancer for which there is no 
cure. We have learned from offi- 
cial reports on the papanese bomb-

defoliate the crops, sicken the 
beasts, poison the water, and cause 
human’ beings to bleed slowly and 


son, instant death from blast 
would undoubtedly be the more 
meroiful. 

Many may be tempted to seek 
reassurance from the very hid- 
eousness of the prospect, “It is 
too awful,” some of us may try to 
convince ourselves, “no nation 
would ever be so fiendish as to in- 
flict that agony on helpless civil- 
ians, on women and children who 
have no possible escape.” Let us 
not forget, then, that it is only 
what we ourselves have already 
done to others, on a smaller scale. 
Let us not forget that there has 
never been a weapon invented in 
human history, from arrows to 
flame throwers, that has not been 
used to the utmost of its capacity. 
If we, a tolerant and enlightened 
nation, could bring ourselyes to 
drop atom bombs on the homeland 
of an enemy, are we prepared, in 
the absence of an effective inter- 
national police force, to rely sole- 
ly on moral force to prevent an 
enemy from dropping bombs on 
us? It is the responsibility of 
every individual to weigh this

FTER a great war it is natur- 
A al to object to formidable de- 

fense programs on the ground 
that they promote only armament 
races and still more wars. But a 
nation must have security from 
some source. 

We have tried by every means 
open to us to help bring into be- 
ing an international agency able 
to provide this security, not only 
for ourselves, but for all nations, 
and it is certain that we shall 
never cease to work towards that 
goal. The titanic power for evil 
of the atom can never be success- 
fully controlled by individual na- 
tions. There ¢an never be hope 
for enduring peace until all the 
nations combine to make a single 
world. But with the world as un- 
settled as it is today, can we, the 
leading democracy, afford to sit 
with folded hands while a fully 
armed dictatorship expands its 
military strength before our 
eyes? Within this decade such a 
policy all but cost Great Britain 
her life. It has cost us 300 bil- 
lion dollars, with uncounted bil- 
lions still to come. 

It is a fallacy to claim that 
military preparedness has ever led 
the United States into war. The 
reverse has been true. Twice in 
our generation we have remained 
unarmed in the shadow of mili- 
tary might, have thought it in our 
power to remain at peace. Twice 
we have been attacked. How 
large appeared the cost of pre- 
paredness before those wars—of 
the preparedness that we rejected 
-—how small it seems today com- 
pared with the enormous expendi- 
tures that might have been avert- 
ed! If we deny the possibility of 
war under the present world coan- 
ditions, why have a defense at 
all? If we admit it, as our 11%- 
billion-dollar defense budget 
would seem to indicate, why does 
our program not provide any 
realistic means of discouraging 
atomic attack? 

Our monopoly of atomic weap- 
ons cannot possibly last much 
longer, if indeed it still exists. On 
this point all our scientists are 
agreed. In 1940 Russian scientists 
split the uranium atom. In 1942 
Dnieperpetrovsk engineers. were 
already experimenting with a 
process similar to the one used 
in our Oak Ridge, Tenn., plant. 
In 1945 Russian work was fur- 
ther expedited by valuable infor- 
mation _from German _ sources, 
from the Smyth Report, and from 
the Soviet espionage ring in Can- 
ada. Nobel Prize Winner Dr. 
Irving Langmuir stated in 1946: 
“I believe that the Russians will 
have begun to produce bombs 
within about three years, There- 
after, however, there is a defi- 
nite possibility that Russia may 
accumulate atomic bombs _§ far 
faster than we do.” If this egti- 
mate proves to be true, it barely 
gives us time to re-create an ade- 
quate Air Force ahead of a Rus- 
sian stockpile of atomic bombs. 

There are times when men and 
women must unite in action for 
their own salvation. We believe 
that this is one of them. We 
believe that the time has come 
for an aroused public opinion to 
demand adequate national protec- 


tion pending the achievement -of |: 


some.gsystem of collective security 
—whether through the United Na- 
tions, through a Federal Union 
of the Western Powers or of the 
Western Hemisphere: and further, 
to demand of Congress that this 
protection be adequate in fact, 
not merely in billions to maintain 
outdated equipment. - 

It is a bleak fact that no sich 
adequate protection can be 
achieved until deep into 1950 un- 
less it can be made the subiect 
of quick action bv a Special Ses- 
sion of Congress. But it is an even 
bleaker fact that there are few 
indications that inertia in Wash- 
ington will give way to realistic 
action without pressure from the 
countless individuals who must be 
the targets in tomorrow’s war. 
Is it not time for every Congress- 
man to be asked whether he is 
satisfied, in view of present world 
unrest, that the United States will 
not be attacked for several years. 
And, if he concedes the possibil- 
ity, is he satisfied with a first- 
line defense of 144 obsolescent 
bombers, and only 100 new ones 
on order? 

There are no 
obstacles between us and securi- 
ty.

There’ is no insurance we can 
buy Which would be cheaper, or 
as cheap. We owe it not only to

Before actually setting out the 


trees, it is a good idea to get a 


rough “preview” of the planting 
by driving a tall stake in the spot 
to be occupied by each tree. Large 
trees like pines or spruces which 
are used for screen plantings 
should be spaced about 10 feet. 
apart, and about three or four 
feet should be allowed between 
Pfitzer’'s junipers and other low- 
growing evergreens in the founda- 
ition planting. 

The holes dug for the trees 
should be generously large, too, 
at least twice the diameter of the 
ball of dirt on the specimen to be 
planted. On a sloping site, the

Most People Forget. 
As a matter of fact, it is ex- 


greens an ample supply of mois- 
ture for a full year after they 
have been transplanted, according 
to August Beilmann, manager of 
the Missouri Botanical Garden 


greens need moisture in dry win- 
ter air as well as in the summer,” 
Beilmann explains. “Winter, 
strangely enough, is one of the 
most difficult times for most ever- 
greens. Their leaves are alive and 
using, moisture, yet the air is dry 
and the water in the soil is frozen 
and unavailable. Strong winds at 
such times create almost desert 
conditions for large evergreens.” 

The best method of conserving 
moisture in both summer and win- 
ter, Beilmann feels, is to use a 
thick, year-round mulch, An effec- 
tive mulch lessens the damage 
from summer drouth and, since it 
keeps the ground from freezing 
hard, it largely prevents “winter 
burn” and winter kill of ever- 
greens, For a mulch he prefers 
well rotted stable manure which 
contains a good deal of bedding 
straw, but he also recommends 
spent hops, oak sawdust, bushy 
hay, or a combination of hay or 
grass mixed with leaves. The 
mulch should be over. four inches 
deep and should be wider than the 
hole that was dug when the tree 
was planted, 

Beilmann does not believe that 
it is wise for the home gardener 
to do much pruning or shearing of 
evergreens. Most of them have a 
small margin of-safety-in-eur’eli- 
mate, he says, and clipping young 
leaves and branches puts an un- 
necessary burden on the tree. If 
any of the lower branches die, 
however, they should be cut off 
immediately, the cut being made 
close to the trunk, so that the 
wound will heal over smoothly.

U.S. FISHING TITLE 


Lewes Now Second Largest 
Fishing Port, Wants to 
Be Biggest. 


LEWES, Del., Oct. 11 (AP) — 
This little fishing town, where a 
group of Dutch colonists settled 
in 1631 to establish a whaling in- 
dustry, is making a strong bid 


for the title of the largest fish- 
ing port in the United States.

We had asked Long if he could 
tell us something of the history of 
his church. 

“When did it begin? It’s been 
goin’ on since the day of the Pen- 
tecost,” he said, as though sur- 
prised at our ignorance. “Y’see, I 
belong to the Church of God in 
Jesus’s Name. Some are baptized 
in the name of the Lord Jesus and 
some in the name of jest Jesus. 
And then there’s some baptizes in 
name of the Father, the Son and 
the Holy Ghost, but us Jesus peo- 
ple, we don’t believe in that. We're 
the one’s baptized jest in the name 


of Jesus because we believe Jesus. 


is our own father.” 

- Roscoe is a middle-aged man 
with a prominent nose and a bony 
jaw, a mouth that is nearly always 
turned up in what seems a forced 
emile, eyes that are deep set and a 
little fanatical He was sur- 
rounded in tHe hot, airless room 
by his wife, his daughter, who sat 
on the bed beside her mother, 
nursing a baby, a son, son-in-law 
and several relatives and neigh- 
bors. When Roscoe talked about 
his religion he did so with a 
breathless haste which held his 
listeners silent. He leaned forward 
in his chair. 

“We people haridle in the name 
of the Jesus,” he said. “Some 
people call them snakes. But we 
don’t handle snakes. We don’t 
handle anything like black snakes 


- and garter snakes and those harm- 


less kind, because they’re snakes. 
We handle rattlesnakes and cop- 
perheads and cotton - mouths. 
They're serpents, Don’t many of 
them handle serpents at first, but 
before a mettin’s over, they’re 
nearly all a-doin’ it.”:

OSCOE knows little about the 
R history or the size of his 

church and is vague about its 
organization, if any. “How many 
members? Thousands and thou- 
sands. As for headquarters, well, 
at Big Stone Gap, or somewhere 
over there in Virginia, they’re get- 
tin’ ready to build an auditorium 
and I heard some talk about a 
orphans’ home. I guess that'll be 
kind of a headquarters.” 

The origin of the church seems 
lost. The district where Roscoe 
ives, which is about a mile out- 
side of Evarts, Ky., nine miles 
from Harlan and close to the Vir- 
ginia line, seems to be pretty well 
centered in the snake-handling 
country.

any training, let alone being or- 
dained by anybody or anything but 
himself.

A congregation has been 
known to split into two sects over 
such issues as whether or not 
women should wear slacks.

N the neighborhood around 

Harlan, the sects now are 

many, all formerly members of 
the same group. . There is _ the 
Mountain Assembly sect, the Pre- 
Pentecostal sect and the Pente- 
costal sect, the Lord Jesus sect 
and Roscoe’s own sect, known gen- 
erally as the “one-Jesus people.” 
There is the Union Assembly 
sect, and one known as the “devil- 
bound” sect. “They’re not bound 
for the devil,” Roscoe explained. 
“They believe that the devil is 
bound and can’t get. free.” 

“My daddy was a Methodist and 
my maw was.a Baptist”’ says 
Roscoe. “How come I to change? 
I got more light on the word, I 
got more light on the Bible. I 
got tired livin’ in sin and I asked 
the Lord to forgive me my sins 
and He did. The first time I 
handled serpents I handled three 
copperheads and one rattlesnake. 
Sure I had the fear, but the Lord 
moved out all that fear. You can 
tell when the fear’s gone, and 
when it is you ain’t a bit afraid. 
You ,wanta see one of the snakes 


Beecher brought the box in 
from the front porch. “It’s got 
eight rattlers and a button,” said 
Roscoe proudly, “and its nearly 
three feet long, if you wanta put 
that in. Yes sir, I been bit four 
times. I got hurt one time—I 
got this.” . : 

He held up his left thumb. 
There was no flesh on the ball of 
his thumb and it was.healed over 
at the bone with a scar. “Rattle- 
snake bit me.” 

Roscoe boasted that he also 
drinks strychnine, a test of faith 
only reoently taken up by the be- 
lievers. “I’ve felt it, but I ain't 
been hurt very bad with it yet— 
dicn’t feel] any pain, just felt 
funny in the legs, like I was 
drunk.” 

A literal interpretation of four 
verses of the sixteenth chapter of 
the Gospel according to St. Mark 
is used by the believers, not only 
as a justification for handling 
snakes and drinking poison, but 
as something of a mandate. 

“And He said unto them, Go ye 
into all the world and preach the 
gospel to every creature, He that

believeth and is* baptized shall be 
saved; but he that believeth not 
shall be damned. And these signs 
shall follow him that believe; in 
My Name shall they cast out dev- 
ils; they shall speak with new 
tongues; they shall take up ser- 
pents; and if they drink any dead- 
ly thing, it shall not hurt them; 
they shall lay hands on the sick 
and they shall recover.” 


“We stand,” said Mrs. Long, 
“for the whole word of God, right- 
ly divided.” Asked to explain the 
expression “rightly .divided,” she 
said, “the whole word, one back to 
the other, just like it’s laid down.” 

“The Lord,” said Long, “said he 
would give you power over all 
your enemies, and’ them serpents— 
you know they’re your enemies. 
Sometimes I handle fire. No, you 
don’t feel it—a cool breeze comes 
between hit and you’ when the 
power comes. You can always tell 
when you got the power—” 

Long was on his feet and his 
voice was rapid and intense.

_ Serpent bites are not at all un- 
common. Neither are deaths, for 
that matter.

When she died, Buck Hayes, 
that’s her daddy, he come up to 
the open casket with his hands 
full of serpents, and he said, ‘Al-

When large meetings are held, 
at which the believers come from 
far and wide, attracting thou- 
sands of spectators, they are usu- 
ally held right on the state line. 
If troopers from one state show 
up, they move across the line. 
On occasion the troopers have 
broken up meetings and killed 
the snakes, but they are reluctant 
to do so and usually confine 
themselves to handling the traf- 
fic congestion caused‘ by the 
many spectators. Small meetings, 
at which only a few gather, are 
never bothered. Anyweyv, it would 
be hard to ‘keep track of them 
as they are usually held at irregu- 
lar intervals and news of them 
passed by word of mouth among 
the believers.

HEN Faye was bitten on the 


fleshy part of her hand at the - 


base of the thumb by a big 
rattler on Sept. 14, her entire arm 
was. swollen enormously. Her 
mother refused to call a doctor. 

Citizens appea:ed to Sheriff Jim 
Cawood, but he said he had no 
jurisdiction over such cases. He 
did ask a physician to go see her, 
but her parents refused to let 
him in the -house.. When Dr. §. 
L. Andelman, the county health 
officer, went out, they allowed 
him to look at the cirl, but not 
to touch her or administer treat- 
ment. He said he found a gan- 
grenous condition, but was sur- 
prised to find her temperature 
normal and her pulse strong. 

When her mother heard that 
the law was going to force her 
to allow the child to be treated, 
she packed up a few things and 
she and the child disappeared. 
This led to rumors and many 
people firmly believed the girl 
had died and that the fact was 
being kept secret for fear of 
legal action.

During the war he was assigned te analyze the sero- 

dynamics of the Nazi V-1 buzz bomb, He was startled 

to see how much it resetmbled that midget racer he had 

helped plan back in 1929.

EUREKA, Kan., Oct. 11, 
TOMIC bombs of World War

So says Roger W. Babson, 72- 
year-old statistician and econ- 
omist, who has been right before.. 
Having forecast World War I 
and the depression of 1929 he has, 
in fact, run his investment pre- 
dictions into a tidy multimillion 
fortune, a booming. business_ 
schoo] in Massachusetts, another 
one at Babson Park, Fila., royal- 
ties from more than 40 books and 
a column once running in 400 
newspapers, 

Last Saturday in this sleepy, 
cattle town of 4000, which he calls 
the “safest place in the U.S.A.,” 
he formally opened his third edu- 
cationa] -venture, named “Utopia 
College.” 

Although the college has six 
full-time instructors, only two stu- 
dents had enrolled on opening 
day. This didn’t discourage Bab- 
son, who smilingfy said he “pre- 
ferred a good, solid, slow start.” 

He brought along plenty of 
money, a 10-gallon hat which he 
wears religiously, his angular 
black bow ‘tie, the exuberance of 
a sophomore, and the forecasts 
of a Cassandra. 

How did he happen to pick the 
place? 

It seems that Eureka—“that’s 
Greek for ‘I found it,’” Babson 
will inform the unitiated—lies at 
the center of an area which the 
veteran voice of doom has dubbed 
the “Magic Circle” because, he 
says, it is richer in resources and 
safer from atomic attacks than_ 
any other in the nation. 


Babson has a way with maps. 
Twenty years ago he conceived 
the idea of a relief map. showing 
every hamlet and brook in the 
country.

Having determined the 
general area he .wanted, “away 
from munitions: factories,” the 
gaunt philosopher says he just 
“drew a circle” and in its center 
found a place called Utopia, Kan. 

“Tt went to Grand Central sta- 
tion in New York and bought a 
ticket for Utopia,” he said, Slightly 
northeast of here there is a place 
by that name but Babson found 
it boarded up and abandoned and 
proceeded to Eureka to hang his 
hat—or so the story goes.

OW on his second visit, he has 
becofhe the town’s unofficial 
first citizen. The citizenry of 
this community, where little has 
happened since an oil boom struck.

You have only to talk with Doug; as we did along with 
some others of the press over some drinks in his hotel suite, to be 
impressed by his keenness,; In his 20 years in the movie business, 
he has studied it pretty closely and has learned enough to become 
his own producer, His first effort as producer-star-screenplay writer 
is the still-to-be-released “The Exile,” made at Universal-International 
studios.

IT’S A COSTUME PICTURE, usually expensive stuff.* But 
Doug was quite proud of the savings effected by painstaking plan- 
ning. Calling to the bartender for “just a trace of chemicals’ to 
freshen up his drink, he got out the shooting script to show how. 
It had been edited to the bone before shooting began. The positions 
and movements of each actor had been decided for every scene 
before production started. Artist's illustrations sketched the action 
for each scene before the cameras ever ground. A strict timetable 
for scenes was set up and followed. Not only was a lot of time 
and payroll sayed in shooting, but the stuff filmed was all used. 
Of the 9000 feet of celluloid selected from the rushes, only 300 feet 
were cut in the final editing. In some movies, almost as much is 
edited out as is used in the final cutting. Whole scenes, with ex- 
pensive sets, are sometimes dropped, or cut to a flash. Minor actors 
sometimes find their entire role is on the cutting room floor, Their 
s@alaries have been wasted.’

“EVEN WITH OUR LOW BUDGET, it cost us $200,000 under 
‘our estimate,” Doug said, “We showed it to another producer and 
‘asked him to guess at its cost, He estimated a million dollars over 
-the actual figure. Our careful planning is one answer to the loss of 
_the British market.” 

Even with this careful production Planning, Fairbanks feels, 
‘quality of many pictures may suffer in the ‘future, There probably 
will be less elaborate sets, and the use of lower-priced and perhaps 
not ag gifted talent on reduced budget films. “For instanhcé,” Doug 
explained, “the best film writers cost a lot of money. They have 
a great deal to do with the quality of the picture, but their names 
seldom mean anything at the box-office.

LAKE SUCCESS, N. Y., Oct. 11 
(AP)—Dr. Herbert V. Evatt, Aus- 
tralia’s energetic and fast-think- 
ing Deputy Prime Minister, is ris- 
ing inthe United Nations Assem- 


bly as a leader of the world’s dip- 
lomatic set. 

In politics less than a decade 
after a career on dneteelia’s high 
court, Evatt came close to captur- | 
ing the presidency of the Assembly 
this year and some delegates al- 
ready take it for granted that he 
will head the 1948 Assembly. 

The 53-year old Australian has 
been an outspoken foe of Russia's 
tactics since the early days of the 
U. N. and there are those who be- 
lieve that bitterness of the Soviet 
leaders against him blocked his 
dection to the presidency last 
month and gave the gavel to Dr. 
Oswaldo Aranha, ex-Foreign Min- 
ister of Brazil. 

Evatt fought Russia at the Paris 
peace conference and in the in- 
fant days of the Security Council 
and the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion, horn” barbs unyieldingly 
with V._M.

When he is in Canberra, he keeps 
in constant touch with the Aus- 
tralian delegation here and has 
been known to rout his delegates

Evatt was graduated from Syd- 
ney University with triple honors 
in law and then embarked on a 
legal career that put him on the 
high bench at the age of 36, the 
youngest man ever to hold that 
post in the history of his country. 
He was elected to the House of 
Representatives in 1040 and the 
following year went into the cab- 
inet with the victory of the Labor. 
Government, 

In his recent tangle with Vish- 
insky, Evatt called for the Politi- 
cal Committee to take a clear 
stand on the report of the Se- 
curity Council’s now defunct Bal- 
kans commission. If it accepts 
the commission conclusions that 
Yugoslavia, Bulgaria and Albania 
are guilty of aiding Greek guer- 
rillas, he said, it “should not hesi- 
tate to vindicate the commission 
by saying so.”

At least, that it the way all in- 
formed observers hereabouts seem 
to be reading the cards. 

The United States has already 
lost. face as a result of the futile 
two-year attempt to establish a 
united Korea through the joint 
Russian-American commission. 

On the other hand, the Rus- 
sians, with characteristic thor- 
oughness, have succeeded in es- 
tablishing a well-disciplined Com- 
munist state in their zone of oc- 
cupation, 

Nobody, apparently, has the 
slightest doubt that if the United 
Nationg should decide not to main- 
tain supervision over Korea — 
which the Soviets are expected to 
oppose—the north Korean Com-, 
munists,-under Russian direction, 
will succeed in taking over the 
whole country. 

The consensus here today is 
that if the United Nations muffs 
the Korean question the United 
States will be left with only these 
two possibilities, equally unprom- 
ising: 

1. To accept the recent Rus- 
sian suggestion of. simultaneous 
withdrawal from Korea of Rus- 
sian and American troops, early 
next year. 

2. To adopt a new aggressive 
policy and build up southern 
Korea as a separate state with- 
out regard for Russian moves in 
the north.

TRIESTE, Free State, Oct. 11— 
The newest state in the world, the 
Free Territory of Trieste, flies one 


of the oldest flags. 
The official flag of the city of 


Trieste, which now becomes the 
free territory's officia] emblem, 
dates back to the Fifth Century. 
Tt is a blood red banner with a 
white halberd — a three-pronged 
device somewhat resembling a 
fish gig—in the center. 

Legend has it that the flag com- 
memorates an early Triestino, St. 
Sergio, who in the Fifth Cen- 
tury became.a Christian, in defi- 
ance of the Roman regulations of 
that period. 

When he went forth to war 
against the Persians, he told his 
men that if anything happened to 
him, a sign would come to the 
city. He was killed, and on that

Agriculture Department 
Asks Congress to Use

Department of Agriculture plan- 
ners get a little red-faced when 
discussing the elastic yardstick of 
“parity” on which they base their 
decisiong to enter certain markets 
to support specific price levels. 

Definition of Parity. 

Parity is supposed to represent 
the cost of the things the farmer 
buys to conduct his business. The 
parity price is supposed to repre- 
sent the price at which he needs 
to sell to keep dn step with 
changes in his cost of production. 

The yardstick has grown serious- 
ly out of kilter with the passing 
of the years, so much so the de- 

ent recently proposed a 
modernized version of it to Con- 
gress. : 

A principal change would be to 
value the various purchases the 
farmer makes on a basis of 
1937 instead of 1941 production 
methods. More weight would be 
given the price of gasoline for 
tractors, for example, and less 
to the price of hay for horses 
and mules. 

In general the parity changes 
proposed would increase the price 
standards for livestock and dairy 
crops, and lower them for grain 


crops.

ASHING in on a 65-year build-up and a balmy fall evening, the Veiled 

Prophet last Tuesday night paced his tinseled parade before several 
~~ hundred thousand enraptured children, weary parents and harassed 
policemen. As the 20 brilliantly lighted floats moved slowly along the 
7%2-mile route, costumed members of the prophet's all-male retinue, wearing 
the customary masks and wigs, made the customary stylized gestures of 
greeting to the crowd. In color and motif, each float following the prophet’s 
swan-drawn throne ship represented a memorable day or time of the year. 


The entire story of the parade is summed up eloquently in this picture 
made at Grand and Olive as the Circus Day float passed by. PICTURES 
photographers illuminated the scene with 27- large flash bulbs. Twelve 
bulbs were synchronized with the camera on the roof of the building at 
the southeast corner of the intersection; the other 15, in buildings on Grand, 
were set off simultaneously by a photo-electric cell which picked up the 
flash of those on the roof.

FTER a long war-enforced absence, the neat, glib, high-powered 

door-to-door salesman—maligned for years in comic strips and 

radio jokes—again rings doorbells. aggressively optimistic 
as ever, he enjoys a better reception by a larger number of housewives 
than ever before, probably because money is freer, his wares are in 
demand. His sales technique and patter, altered only slightly to meet 
postwar conditions, still aim at the same old goal—a name on the 
dotted line. 

One of these ever-hopeful individuals is John Ingram of 4147 
Russell boulevard, whose approach to selling vacuum cleaners is 
explained here. Working strictly on commission, he makes a good 
living plodding from house to house (the company prefers to call it 
direct selling), earns an average of $200 a week, after taxes. One 
of his firm's top St. Louis salesmen (company representatives, in the 
sales manual), Ingram makes considerably more than most doorbell 
ringers. He works from 9 a.m. to 9 or 10 p.m., six and sometimes 
seven days a week; he eats only breakfast at home, can devote little 
time to his family. 

A vacuum repairman before the war, Ingram has heen selling 20 
months, He likes the work, thinks a potential customer lurks 
every door, considers each prospect a challenge. Courteous and busi- 
nesslike, he uses no foot-in-the-door tricks, depends on a quick, pointed 
appeal to overcome his biggest obstacle-—getting into a house. Inside, 
he proceeds with a carefully worked-out demonstration. Sometimes 
women try to get him to clean ah entire sofa or a whole rug, which 
he politely but firmly refuses to do. His potential customers have 
many questions and arguments; Ingram has a stock answer or joke 
for just-about every one of them. Above all, he possesses that intangible 
but necessary faculty of every good salesman—knowing when to cut 
the sales talk and pull out the order book.

IPE ORGANS are the most complex and costly 
of musical instruments. Months, sometimes 
years, are required for their construction, since 
most are specially designed and built to meef the 
acoustical, physical and musical r ements of a 
particular place and use. The simplest organ with 
only a few hundred pipes costs about $4000; 
gigantic liturgical and concert organs with 8000 to 
10,000 pipes may cost upward of a quarter of a 
million. 

Although the basic principle of the organ— 
producing sound from pipes by means of air 
pressure—has remained unchanged, introduction of 
electrical contrals about 30 years ago revolutionized 
the instrument. In the modern organ, manual and 
pedal keys activate electro-magnets, which in turn 
operate valves that permit air to enter wood and 
metal pipes of various shapes and sizes. 

The keyboard or console—in reality an intricate, 


highly responsive electric switchboard—controls the 
organ’s mighty voice by sending electrical impulses 
through solid silver contacts and miles of wire to 
the operating mechanism. Big concert organs have 
additional tonalities embodying imitative sounds of 
orchestral instruments such as trumpet, oboe, French 
horn and harp. In a pipe organ there must be a 
separate pipe for each note these instruments play. 

Organ pipes range in size from tiny half-inch 
cylindrical tubes the diameter of a lead pencil to 
huge shafts 40 feet long and 2% feet square. 
Usually pipes that are visible are dummies used 
only for decorative effect; those that produce sound 
are hidden behind grilles or architectural ornamen- 
tations. Length of a pipe determines its pitch, while 
the material of which it is made and its size, shape 
and “voicing” determine its tonal quality. Lead, 
tin, zinc and various kinds of wood are used for

Since 1873 St. Louis has been. the home of one 
of the world’s oldest pipe organ makers, the Kilgen 
Organ Company. It is one of three major pipe 
organ builders in the country. In 1640 Sebastian 
Kilgen, an exiled French Huguenot, built his first 
organ in Durlach, Germany, where he had learned 
the art from monks. During the 307 years since 
then the Kilgen family has produced more than 
6000 of the instruments, including those for Carnegie 
Hall and St. Patrick’s Cathedral in New York, La 
Scala Music Hall of Vienna, and St. Ann‘s Church, 
Wellington, New Zealand. The firm has been 
engaged for more than a year in building a 5000- 
pipe organ for St. Louis Cathedral; when installed 
late next year, it will be the largest in the city.
